To either Constables of the Town of Sharon, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hall Building in said Sharon, on 
Monday, the sixth day of March, A. D. 1916, at 5.45 o’clock 
A. M., then and there to act on the following articles : 


Article Ist. To choose all necessary Town Officers as 
by law are required to be elected by ballot, and on the ballot 
prepared by the Town Clerk; also to vote yes or no upon the 
question ‘Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town” and to determine any question as by law 
are required to be determined by ballot. 


The polls will be open at 5.50 o’clock A. M., and may be 
closed at 4.15. 0’clock P. M. of said day. 


The following articles will be acted on at the business 
session of this meeting, to be held by adjournment on the 
second Monday in March at 8 o’clock P. M. 


Article 2. To choose Trustees of the School Funds and 
other officers not chosen on the Australian ballot. 
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Article 3. To choose four members of the Warrant e8 
Committee for the term of three years, as, he 


Article 4. To act on the reports of the Town Officers as 
printed. 


Article 5. To vote appropriations of money for the sev-— 
eral departments and to determine the manner of raising the 
money for same to meet the several appropriations: viz.;  — 
Law, Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Select- 
men, Assessors, Poor, Town Accountant, Elections and Reg- 
‘istration, Town House and Grounds, Board of Health, Vital 
Statistics, Police, Fire, Sealing Weights and Measures, In-- 
spections, Tree Warden, Moth and Insect Extermination, 
Forést Fires, Highway Repairs, Sidewalk Repairs, Sidewalk 
Construction, Street Oiling, Street Lighting, Street Signs, 
New Streets, Snow and Ice, Schools, Water, Bond Payments, 
Interest, Expenses of Warrant Committee, Memorial Day, 
Town Clock, State Aid, Soldiers’ Relief, Dog Officer, Park 
and Playgrounds, Reserve Fund, Contingent Fund, Liability 
Insurance, and all sums of money which may be voted under 
other articles of this warrant.

6. To see if the town will raise and appropriate for the 
support and maintenance of the Public Library Building, 
and for the uses and purposes of the Public Library, the sum _ 
of Ten Hundred and Sixty-Seven Dollars and Eight 
($1,067.08) cents in addition to the dog taxes collected during 
the current year, in accordance with the vote passed by the 
Town, March 3, 1913.—Library Trustees.

To see if the town will accept the sum of 
one hundred ($100) dollars from the Heirs of Solomon Tal- 
bot, the income thereof to be used for perpetual care of the 
Talbot burial lot in Chestnut Hill Cemetery.—E. H. Talbot. 


Article 28. To see if the town will vote to have contin- 
uous street lights from dusk until 1 o’clock A. M. except on 
absolutely clear moonlight nights, or what will they do about 
it—W. W. Walton and others. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and. ap- 
propriate the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000) Dollars pro- 
vided a like sum can be secured from the Commonwealth for 
the purpose of repairing a portion of Norwood street, or act 
in anyway relating thereto.—By request of J. R. Gillespie. 


Article 30. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell the land belonging to the town in N. Sharon on 
which the “North School building (so-called) stood,” also the

OAL. 214;.. We recommend that no discount be allowed 


- for the prompt payment of taxes, and that the Collector 


be paid one percent on the amount of his actual collec- 
tions; and that the rate of interest on overdue taxes be 
six percent. 


Art. 12. This being another routine article, we rec- 
ommend its adoption. 


Art. 18. WATER DEPARTMENT. We recom- 
mend that the sum of $412.43 be transferred from the 
excess and defficiency fund to the funds of the Water De- 
partment, for the reasons given in this article. 


Art. 14. NEW ELECTRIC LIGHTS. We recom- 
mend an appropriation of $67.50 for the purpose of this

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Art. 15. REFUND OF TAXES. We recommend 
an appropriation of $40, as it appears from the hearings 


before the committee on this article that this amount was 


overpaid. . 


Art. 16 AMES STREET SIDEWALK. We 
recommend an appropriation of $100 for the construc- 
tion of a sidewalk from the junction of Quincy and Ames 
street to the Hose House. This is the worst portion of 
the street, where there is no sidewalk of any kind. 


Art. 17. UPLAND ROAD. Your committee rec- 


ommends an appropriation of $410, of which $111 will . 


pay for the cost of the engineering and $299 for the land 
damage. We believe we should start making this im- 


provement by appropriating these amounts for this year. — 


Art. 18. BRADFORD AVENUE. We recommend 
an appropriation of $27.50 to cover the engineering ex- 
pense. We understand that this is all that can be done 
this year, as the Selectmen are unable to make any re- 
port at the present. 


Art. 19. TERM OF THE SELECTMEN, ETC. 
We recommend that this article be dismissed. This 
proposition was decisively defeated only a little over a 
year ago and we do not believe that the sentiment of the 
town has changed. 


Art. 20. and 21. LIBRARY LOT. We recommend 
the adoption of article 20. The lot whichis under consider- 
ation consists of a wedge-shaped piece fronting on North 
Main street about thirty-three and one half feet, and run- 
ning to the rear say one hundred feet. It contains about 
seventeen hundred feet at an assessed valuation of twen- 
ty-five cents a square foot. This lot is of such a peculiar 
shape and is in such close proximity to the Library that 
the erection of a building upon it would be very detri- 
mental to the appearance of our most conspicuous public 
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building. We also recommend that a committee be ap- 
pointed to enter into further negotiations with full 
power. We recommend the dismissal of article 21 at 
this time, as, after a lenthy conference with Mr. Camelio 
and his attorney, the committee were unable to agree on 
any price which they felt like recommending to the town. 


Art. 22. BY-LAWS. We recommend the adoption 
of the by-laws proposed under this article. This is in 
line with the action of other towns and facilitates the 
control of the licensing of peddlers. It will not inter- 
fere with our townspeople selling their own produce and 
it will enable the Selectmen to prevent the entrance of 
undisirable parties. 


Art. 28. ROAD ROLLER. We recommend that 
the Town purchase the steam road roller under the terms 
offered at the time of its rental, as follows: a cash pay- 
ment of $1050 on or before May 1, 1916, this amount 
to include the $600 due for last season’s rental; and one 
Town Treasurer’s note due on or before May 1, 1917, for 
$1050 without interest; and one Town Treasurer’s note 
due on or before May 1, 1918, for $1050 with interest at 
~ six percent. Having purchased a stone crusher, it is 
very necessary, to accomplish the best results, that we 
should also have a steam roller. 


Art. 24. BUILDING LAWS. We recommend the 
adoption of this article and also that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen to submit a code of building 
laws at a future meeting. We believe the time has come 
when we should exercise some control over the character 
of the buildings to be erected in this town. 


Art. 25. OBSERVATION TOWER. We recom- 
mend the adoption of this article and an appropriation of 
$100 toward the purpose of it. We are informed by the 
State Forester that seven or eight other towns are doing

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as much, and that the total cost of the proposed tower 
would be in the vicinity of $1200. 


Art. 26. BATHING BEACH. We recommend 
that a committee be appointed to investigate this matter 


-and report at the next annual meeting. 
Art. 27. TALBOT FUND. We recommend the 


adoption of this article and the acceptance of the offer 
from the heirs of Solomon Talbot. — 


Art. 28. STREET LIGHTING. We recommend 


the adoption of this article and an appropriation of $150 — 


so that we may have the continuous street lighting from 
dusk until one o’clock a. m. except on absolutely clear 
moonlight nights. 


We recommend 
that this article be dismissed, as it is impossible for the 
Town to obtain any assistance from the State for the pur- 
pose indicated.

As the 
High School is in urgent need of a properly equipped 
chemical labratory, it is suggested that the proceeds be 
applied in this manner.

purpose. This being the assessed value of the land, it 
seems that the town is paying a reasonable price. 


Art. 82. MOUNTAIN STREET. - We recommend 
the adoption of this article and an appropriation of $200. 
It seems necessary, as there are many bad curves in this 
road, several otf which were eliminated last year and 
there are more that still need attention, therefore we 
think that this much should be expended this year. 
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Art. 33. RENAMING STREETS. We recom- 
mend the adoption of this article and that the matter be 
~ left to the discretion of the Selectmen. 


Your Warrant Committee present the foregoing 
recommendations and ask that the Town Meeting sustain 
them, as the committee has carefully estimated the

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the ac- 
counts of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 


31, 1916, and I submit the following report. 


An examination was made of the books and accounts 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing public 
funds, and comparison was made with the records in the ac- 
countant’s office. 


The appropriation accounts in the accountant’s books 
were checked to the certified copy of the town clerk’s records, 
and all abatements and transfer orders were checked to the 
accountant’s ledger. Warrants drawn uqon the treasurer 
were checked to the approved vouchers on file. 


The cash book and ledger were checked, footed, and 
proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector. 
were examined, and receipts and payments were checked to 
the accountant’s books. The tax, assessment, and water 
accounts were checked in detail and outstanding accounts 
were listed. 


The cash book was footed throughout, and comparison 
was made with the books in the accountant’s office.

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The books and files in the accountant’s office were found 
to be neatly and accurately kept, which greatly facilitated 
the work of the audit. Prompt reporting to the accountant 
of all committed bill or warrants and of collections and pay- 
ments to the treasurer places complete information relative 
to the financial transactions of the town in a single depart- 
ment, and from these records the interested public may ob- 
tain detailed information relative to the finances of the town.

On June third the new | storage battery for the Fire 
Alarm System was put in commission, ° replacing the old 
gravity battery which had been in use since the first in- 
stallation of the alarm system. The cost of operating the 
old battery from Jan. 1, 1916 to June 3, 1916 was $146.88, 
while the cost of operating the new battery from June 3rd to 
the end of the year was $18.79. At this rate the new battery

Report of the School Committee 


Your schools are now housed in three buildings and a 
room in the Town Hall. During the year we have paint- 
ed the High and Primary buildings and refinished all the 
desks in the Primary and Grammar rooms. Each build- 
ing has adequate fire protection, escapes, thermostatic 
alarms, and independent fire alarm boxes. In the High 
School an outlay of nearly $900 has provided a new gas 
machine and better equipment for the Science Depart- 
ment. This money was made available by the sale of the 
East, West, and North School properties. The South 
School was closed this year and its building is not now in 
use. It should be sold and the money turned into school 
funds. 
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Improvements in Curriculum 


A survey of conditions in our schools today compared 
with six or seven years ago shows a marked improvement 
in the curriculum and larger opportunities for the pupils. 
Do you realize that during these years the new High 
School Building with its facilities has been opened (in 
1911 to be exact) ; that before 1910 there wasno Commer- 
cial course, and not until 1912 was it fully instituted ; that 
not until 1912 was there a grade in each room, and not 
until this year are all our schools on a fully graded basis? 
During these last few years also the High School Courses 
have been developed by the addition of Spanish, Econom- 
ics and more complete Scientific Courses. 

All these improvements cost money but the School 
Boards of Sharon have believed that the town’s people 
wanted their children to have the larger opportunities 
which they represent. 


The Grammar School Building 


This is the oldest of our buildings and is far from 
ideal, but we are doing the best we can with it. Last 
year we added new and larger windows and thus in- 
creased its day light at least 100 per cent. It needs 
brightening up on the inside and a better arrangement 
of its artificial light. Before another year certain sani- 
tary improvements must be made. Its playground facil- 
ities are not adequate, but in this respect the school is 
probably no worse off than in most towns. School build- 
ings in the future will have their grounds measured in 
acres rather than in feet. 


Crowded Grades 


~ Another problem that suddenly confronted us this 
year, was the large size of the First Grade. Sixty pupils 
are enrolled in that grade, a number too large for one 
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zeacher to handle. Consequently the grade was divided 
and one section given the lower Town Hall with Miss 
Packard as its teacher. This is a temporary arrange- 
ment at best. Yet it is not wise now to recommend any 
permanent measures, until we can ascertain how large 
the incoming grade next year will be. If the entering 
classes continue to be as large as thisitisevident that more 
room must be provided in the tuture. That. the present 
congestion is not due to the closing ot the South School is 
evident from the fact that only two pupils from that 
school entered the first grade. 


Need of Assistant 


Before the first grade was divided we had an assis- 
tant for the Primary and eighth grades. Her services in 
grades that were large and in giving the Principal of the 
Grammar School opportunity really to be a Principal 
were lost when she was assigned to one of the divisions of 
the first grade. This is a distinct loss and it seems as if 
some means should be taken to provide for the kind of 
work she formerly did. 


Transportation 


The number of pupils to be conveyed from the East 
part of Sharon was too great for one barge to accommo- 
date and it became necessary to provide another con- 
veyance. A survey of conditions in the South part of the ~ 
town showed that there would be only nine pupils in the 
South School. Consequently it seemed wise to close that 
school and convey its pupils to the center schools, using 
for this purpose a conveyance which could take the sur- 
plus pupils from the East Section. This has been done 
and as a result the pupils from the Soutn Section now 
have the benefit of the completely graded schools, and the 
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town has saved about $400 a year in the cost of operating 
its Schools. 


The Head of the School System 


One of the problems that faces a small town like ours 
is that of adequately Superintending its schools. For 
many years we have had the faithful services of Mr. Fitts 
one day a week. Through a joint arrangement with 
other towns the cost of his services to us for this one day 
has been $3860 a year. No matter how good a superin- 
tendent a man may be it is impossible for a town to get 
the service it should from a non-resident superintendent, 
who gives only a day a week to the schools and attends the 
School Board meetings twice a month. The superinten- 
dent of schools is properly the head of the educational 
system and should be held responsible for the efficiency of 
the town’s schools. As long as Sharon is satisfied with 
investing less than $400 a year in a superintendent and is 
content with only a fraction of his time, it will have 
schools that are not up to the standard which we expect. 
This is the weak place in our school system today and the 
one that most needs remedying. And in saying this we 
want it to be understood that we are not speaking of the 
personal factor, but of the make-shift system of super- 
intendency under which we have run our schools for 
years. It is time that Sharon appropriated for a resi- 
dent superintendent an amount that would give a man the 
time and opportunity to gear up the whole system as it 
should be. 


Policies 


The School Board aims to have the best corps of 
teachers that it can get with the money available for 
teachers’ salaries. It believes that the foundation of 
good schools is in the teaching force. If we are to have 
good schools, we must have good teachers.

The School Board aims to provide a good education 
for every child and all kinds of children. This means a 
wider range of studies in the High School so that every 
pupil will not be cast in one mold. 


The School Board aims to provide suitable equipment 
in the schools. A skilled workman should have good tools 
with which to work, and it is only fair to a good teacher 
to give him the best equipment possible with which to do 
his task. 


The School Board aims to provide suitable housing 
for the schools. If the school population increases as 
rapidly as it has recently, provision must be made to take 
care of it by a new building. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion may we make some suggestions to the 
parents and citizens. First, patroize your own schools. 
If they are not up to the mark, then help us make them 
better. Don’t be a knocker; be a booster. Don't be too 
ready to accept all the gossip you hear about the schools; 
go to headquarters and seek to learn the truth. Visit the 
schools. Confer with the teachers. You have placed in 
their hands a great resposibility ; help them in their task. 


Let us all feel that the education of our children is a 
community task. It is not by any means entirely a school 
proposition. The whole atmosphere of our community- 
life helps or hinders in the educational development of 
the children. Therefore every citizen has a responsibil- 
ity and as a voter in the town he has the opportunity to 
use his influence and cast his vote for measures and mon- 
ey that will constantly improve our schools. 


It is hardly necesary to add that your School Board is 
ready and willing to do everything in its power in the 
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interests of your schools. It feels its responsibility; it 
asks your interest and co-operation.

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Our schools have made a fair growth during the past 
year in every building. The growth in the first grade 
has been abnormally large necessitating the opening of a 
school in the Town House of twenty-six pupils and leav- 
ing at the High street building a class of thirty-five which 
is enough to tax the strengh of any first-grade teacher. 
The increase in this grade was not caused by the closing 
of the South School for there were only two from that 
school to come into this grade. The few remaining pupils 
from the South school were distributed through the grades 
much to the advantage of the pupils and adding no great 
burden to the teachers. This makes the completion of 
the closing of the outlying schools and transportation to 
the center schools. Ten years ago there were four out- 
lying schools, having a small number of pupils in each 
with many grades. Now all children in town have equal 
advantages under teachers whom it would be imposible to 
obtain for a small, many-graded school. We believe it 
is better for the children to be in competition with many 
more of their own age; that it inspires them to do better 
work and especially in the singing exercises brings enthu- 
siasm which is impossible to create with small numbers. 
There is a great saving to the town in the efforts of the 
supervisors for they have so much more time to spend in 
teaching where before they had to use it in travelling 
from school to school. All this time is much needed for 
when we counted the pupils im December ten years ago 
we found 337 while this December we find 427 or ninety 
more. In every one of these ten years save one, there has 
been a normal growth. Wemay not again for some time 
expect so large an entering class yet we may rightfully 
anticipate a few more each year who can be accommo- 
dated at the High Street school until some proper pro- 
vision can be made for them elsewhere. 


At present the trend seems to be in the direction of 
Junior High Schools. Having so recently built a new 
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-_ High School Building it hardly seems wise to agitate an- 
other building so soon, but changes in school administra- 
tion come about so slowly that it takes a long time to ed- 
ucate people up to a point where they are ready to act. 
For this reason it is necessary to keep citizens fully in- 
formed regarding conditions that they may act intelli- 
gently when the time of necessity comes. 


The Center Grammar School building is so old and 
has been so many times repaired, that it does not seem to 
be the part of wisdom to lay out much money in further 
renovation though we are thankful for what has been — 
done during the past year to make conditions more 
favorable for carrying on the work of the schools. 


We anticipate and earnestly hope that the next move 
will be to provide a Junior High School either in the 
present High School building or in one built especially 
for it. | 


We have been indeed fortunate in retaining so many 
of our teachers for another year. There have been only 
two breaks in the grades which we could not control. 
These have been filled in one case by the transfer of Miss 
Howard from the South School and in the other by the 
securing of Mr. Blake to fill the principalship made va- 
eant by the removal of Mr. Smith to a principalship in 
the city of New Bedford. We regret very much the tran- 
fer of Miss Packard to the Town House to care for the 
overflow in the first grade, though she is a success there, 
' for it removes a distinct help from the principal and from 
the lower grades in which she assisted. We trust it will 
be only a temporary arrangement and that next vear she 
may be returned to her former position. 


Owing to the good spirit manifest in the Grammar 
School there has been a hearty sharing of the work be- 
tween Mr. Blake and Miss’Staples which has its advan- 
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tages in departmental work thus bringing about one great 
help derived from a Junior High School of preparing the 
pupils to work readily with different teachers as they are 
obliged to do in the regular high school. I can find no 
adequate words to express my gratitude for the harmony 
and good feeling among the teachers throughout all the 
buildings. 


Under these conditions we ought to produce results 
worthy of the effort put forth and we are sure we are in 
good measure reaching the standard we have set for our- 
selves. We are grateful for new tools with which to 
work. Never have the reading, spelling and language 
been so closely associated by using the books of the same 
publishers so that there is a happy blending of all subjects 
in that one helps the others. The new arithmetics are 
proving all that we expected and are now being used in all 


-grades for the first time. While to some it might not 


seem a propitious time to introduce new geographies our 
old ones were so worn as to make a change absolutely nec- 
essary in some rooms and the new ones have given great 
satisfaction because of their beauty in illustration and the 
statement of facts up to recent date. Obliged to make a 
change in the High School corps of teachers, it wasdeemed 
a propitious time to secure a teacher especially fitted to 
teach the sciences. This was deemed all the more im- 
portant as the fund derived from the sale of the outlying 
school buildings could be devoted to the improvement of 
the apparatus for teaching science. Such a teacher was 
secured and many improvements have already been made 
by the introduction of gas and better conditions for ex- 
_periments. The High School has increased from 75 to 85 
during the year owing to the large class that came 
from the Grammar school and this in spite of the fact that 
five of last June’s graduates did not enter Sharon High 
School. Some have come from other towns so that at the 
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present time the freshmen class numbers thirty-five 
while it had only twenty-six at this time last year. 


A goodly number of those who graduated from High 
School have gone on to college and higher schools and re- 
ports show that they are doing good work. Some have 
desired a more extensive commercial course than. our 
limited means will provide but our course has fitted stu- 
dents so that they were able te take positions and make 
good in them. We are confident that parents who wish 
their children fitted for college, or normal school or busi- 
ness can find what they want in our school provided they 
give proper notice so that their courses can be arranged 
for them in due season to master the different 1equired 
subjects. 


Owing to the increased cost of living the petition of 
the teachers for more pay seems reasonable and no doubt 
wil be gladly granted if it is possible to secure the funds. 
Champions for the cause of the teachers among those who 
want the best for Sharon schools will not be lacking for 
they know that expenses in Sharon are larger: than in 
many towns of the same size. 


In the last School Returns of the Board of Education 
the towns of the state are placed in groups of five accord- 
ing to population. The group to which Sharon belongs 
has for the four other towns, Wrentham, Groveland, Wes- 
ton and Groton. In valuation Sharon holds the middle 
position, two having greater valuation and two less. 
Sharon has the next to the smallest teaching force and 
next to the largest number of pupils enrolled. Of the 
towns employing principals and supervisors her princi- 
pals receive the most money and her supervisors the least 
and her teachers next to the lowest, for text-books she 
pays the lowest amount and for stationery supplies and 
other expenses of instruction next to the lowest. Jani- 
tor’s service holds the middle position. Fuel, the lowest; 
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miscellaneous expenses, next to the lowest; Repairs, re- 
placement and upkee}, next to the highest; promotion of 
health, lowest ; transportation, next to highest. Total for 
support, middle position. Total expenditure from local 
taxation, next to the highest and per pupil based on aver- 
age membership, the middle position, ranking 43 in the 
353 cities and towns of the state. Expenditure from all 
sources, the amount is next to the highest and per pupil 
next to the lowest, ranking 248. In valuation of 1915 per 
pupil in average membership for year ending June 30, 
1916 Sharon holds middle position with rank 51 and in 
expenditure per $1000 valuation for school support from 
local taxation, year ending Dec. 31, 1915, the same posi- 
tion with rank of 256, with tax rate holding same position 
and rank 221. The amount expended for support, exclu- 
sive of general control, next to the highest and per pupil 
next to the lowest, $35.69. The amount expended for 
salaries and expenses of principals, supervisors and 
teachers is next to the highest and per pupil next to the 
lowest, $20.82. The expenditure for text-books both in 
amount and per pupil is the lowest, $.44. The amount ex- 
pended for High School exclusive of general control holds 
a middle position as does the amount per pupil, $81.13. 
The same is true for amount paid for salaries and per 
pupil which is $58.27 and the lowest amount paid for text- 
books, $2.45 per pupil. 


Weare glad to know that a successful effort has been 
made to secure a suitable lunch for all the school children 
who may desire it. Never was the case more urgent than 
at the present when so many children come from long 
distances to reach school. 


Prize Speaking 


The tenth annual prize-speaking contest between the 
schools of Sharon, Mansfield and Stoughton took place in 
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the Town Hall, Mansfield, on the twenty-second of March. 
While no prizes were carried away all who partici- 
pated showed excellent training and gained much valu- 
able experience from the contest. It is with great pleas- 
ure that we note the earnestness with which the present 
students are preparing for the next contest and their de- 
termination to prove, “Tis by defeat we conquer.” 


Music 


Music is well taught in the Sharon schools. It is a 
surprising delight to see how readily the children in the 
first grade learn to know musical terms and to read notes. 
They have no music book and they need one. 


Considerable rote singing is taught in the first four 
grades. The object is to convey to the child a correct con- 
ception of the song story, its interpretation, and the 
quality of tone used. In so far as possible the songs have 
been selected with regard to the season and the compre- 
hension of the children. 


We have an unbroken chain of book material from 
grade two through grade eight but a new book is needed 
in the high school. The theory of music which is really 
the backbone of a truly musical education is outlined to a 
certain measure under two main heads, tune and time 
principles. The tune principles as taught by Miss Peter- 
son include a study of the major scale and its staff repre- 
sentation: the letter names of the lines and spaces of the 
staff even to the added lines and spaces: to find “Do,” or 


- the key note and the key names from the key signature; 


chromatics; the position of the sharps and flats in thekey 
signature; the pitch names of the bass clef and the read- 
ing of the tenor. 


The time principles are divided into what we call the 
time variations and modifications introduced in the more 
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Seven Time Motions which form a firm foundation for all 
difficult songs. 


In the high school they are trying- hard to get into 
their proper parts especially the boys. In some cases the 
voices are going through the mutation period and in 
others, they are just finding themselves after the above 
period of more or less enforced rest. Perhaps the fact 
that more original school songs, that is words adapted to 
music at hand will bear witness to the interest shown in 
the music and will be heard on public occasions. 


Drawing and Manual Training 


These subjects have been taught by Miss Cook who 
had charge of them last year and has extended some of 
her work into the high school this year. 


The aim of manual training has been to make the 
child self dependent. He is taught simple methods and 
processes which are the basis of many problems; to make 
his own plans and estimate the material needed; to make 
his own working drawing or to read one placed before 
him. 


In the first four years there is little distinction be- 
tween drawing and manual work. The envelope is one ot 
the first problems, next the box problem. At Christmas 
time various gifts were made such as bookmarks, trays, 
boxes, calendars and Christmas cards. Later in the year 
sewing will be taken up in these grades both by girls and 
boys, using coarse material and coarse sewing. No fine 
sewing will be taken until the boys and girls separate in 
grade Five. All the boys in grades five and six study 
cardboard construction in one room under one teacher and 
the other teacher takes the girls in the other room for 
sewing. The same arrangement is made for grades sev- 
en and eight. The stiff box problem andelementary book-

binding are taken in the upper grades. Some very use- 
ful boxes have been made for use in the primary grades 
for holding crayons. Sometimes these boxes are made as 
in a factory each box going through the hands of seven 
boys before it is completed. 


The girls in the four upper grades are making models 
of the different elementary stitches in plainsewing. These 
models are mounted in their notebooks with a written des- 
cription of the stitch and its use. Sewing bags and fancy 
aprons have been made. The course in drawing is much 
the same as in former years. The Munsell Color System 
has been introduced. The teachers are taking hold of the 
work with much enthusiasm and ability. 


Graduating Hxercises 


The graduating exercises of the grammar school 
were much out of the ordinary and proved a great success. 
The High School had a speaker who ought to have been 
heard by every citizen of Sharon. It is pleasing to re- 
cord that he spoke to a full house.

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Mr. Peterson remains as Janitor. 


Library Work : 


The Library has been open to the public from three to 
nine o'clock P. ‘M., on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, 
(holidays excepted) throughout the year. 

The Librarian reports 174 cards issued to new bor- 
rowers. During the same period the circulation of books 
has been 17,770. 291 new books have been placed on the 


shelves. 


The Rental Collection 


The “Rental Collection’, supplying the latest works of 
fiction in response to a popular demand makes possible a 
larger general circulation than could otherwise be pro- 
vided for. | 


Library Extension Work 


Following the custom of several years the Library per- 
iodically sends cases of books, adapted to the reading of 
scholars in the different grades, to the school houses. These 
little libraries are placed in the care of the teachers, who may 
retain them four weeks. 


The electric lantern belonging to the Library has been 
loaned to the High School for the display of picture slides 
in connection with educational work. 


The Librarian has planned to hold, during the winter, a_ 
Series of Story Hours for children like those which have been 
so successful in many other libraries. The purpose is to 
familiarize the boys and girls with some of the classics, an- 
cient and modern, for their influence in character building 
and the cultivation of a literary taste, and to stimulate an 
interest in the continued reading of these tales by themselves. 
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For the convenience of families living at some distance 
from the village the Trustees have established two branch 
libraries, viz, at the houses of Mr. Robert G. Morse on Morse 
street, and Mr. Edgar F. Drake on Bay Road, for the free 
circulation of books in those neighborhoods. If the plan 
meets with a continuance of the favor now indicated it may 
be extended to other outlying sections of the Town. 


As the Library has no printed catalogue of books, the 
titles of the new books purchased monthly are published in 
the Sharon Advocate, and a list of all the books added to the 
Library during the year appears in the Town Report. 


The Auditorium 


This hall is used by the Library for the little children’s 
“Story Hour” series. 


The course of Free Public Lectures inaugurated in 1915 
has been continued during the past year and four instructive 
and entertaining lectures, with lantern slides, have been 
given, as follows: | 


Mr. Huger Elhott: “Treasures of the Art Museum.” 
Dr. Joseph A. Cushman: “A Trip to Jamaica.” 
Mr. Robie G. Frye: “The White Mountains.” . 


Prof. Winthrop Haynes, Ph. D.: “The Fisher Folk of 
the Gaspe.” 


Other free lectures are contemplated. 


In addition to the free uses, the little hall and its con- 
veniences have been rented forty times since the last public 
report and the revenue paid over to th treasurer of the Town. 


Property Improvements 


In addition to the ordinary repairs on building and 
equipment, improved changes in the lighting of the hbrary 
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reading-room have been made. The walls of the basement 
passageway which connect the Library and the Auditorium. 
have been finished by sheathing. Running water has been 
extended to a sink and a wall-table arranged for convenience 
in social uses of the Auditorium. 


Final Remarks 


At the Massachusetts Free Public Library Association 
in the State House, our Library is represented to inquirers as 
a model for its cost. A number of visitors planning for new 
libraries have been sent to inspect ours, and _ still others, 
librarians or persons interested in the practical work of 
libraries, have called and expressed high satisfaction with 
the building and equipment. 


The Trustees desire to express their apreciation of the 
conscientious conduct of the details of library work by our 
librarians in charge.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ 
REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners respectfully submit 
_ the following as their report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1916. 

The past summer was very wet, still the consumption in- 
creased, somewhat due partly to leaks, flushing of dead ends, 
and the use of water in building new roads. 

Extensions made this year were made on a guarantee that 
the water rates would equal seven per cent on the cost of con- 
struction and all bonds filed were to that effect. 

The boilers were inspected by the Hartford Steam Boiler 
Inspection and Insurance Co. and boiler number one was 
found to have the man hole frame cracked through eight 
rivets. As this boiler has been in use over twenty years and 
is of light construction, it was deemed best not to repair it, 
but wait until such time as funds are available for the pur- 
chase of a new one. With the electric plant in operation the 
need of two boilers is less urgent than formerly. 

Your Board would recommend an appropriation of 
$2,000 for the use of water for all public purposes. We 
would also advise all water takers to try their shut offs in 
the early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to 
be shut off from the street before the ground freezes, thus 


saving themselves and the Town any unnecessary expense. 
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On December 18, at a joint meeting of the Selectmen 
and Water Commissioners, Mr. Alfred C. Sampson was 
unanimously elected to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of D. W. -Pettee. 

Extensions have been made this year as follows: 

East Street, 5 feet of two inch pipe 

East Street, 149 feet of six inch pipe 

Mann’s Hill, 1033 feet of two inch pipe 
Mansfield Street, 417 feet of six inch pipe 
Morse Street, 192 feet of six inch pipe 
Norfolk Place, 396 feet of six inch pipe 
South Main Street, 957 feet of six inch pipe 

The extension at Mann’s Hill was made, the owner doing 
the digging and filling, the town furnishing the pipe and 
laying it. 

Three hydrants have been set, making a total of 133 
now in use. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit 
of two hours per day and observe the fact that the use of 
hose between the hours of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly 
prohibited. 

The details of the work done will be found in the an- 


nexed report of the Superintendent.

Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part 
of the contract with every person who uses water: 


1. All applications for the use of water must be 
made at the office of the Water Commissioners, on the 
form prescribed, stating truly and fully the various uses 
to which the water is to be applied, and signed by the 
owner or agent of the property. 


2. Connections and Service Pipes—The Commis- 
sioners will make all connections with the mains, and ex- 
tend the service pipes to the street line, furnishing the 
pipe and stop-corks (which pipes and stop-corks shall: 
remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol.) All service pipes and fixtures inside the street 
line shall be put in by the consumer or at his cost. 


3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to 
refuse to connect with plumbing which has not been ex- 
amined and approved by the Superintendent or Agent, 
and service pipe laid by takers upon their premises must 
not be covered until inspected by the Agent of the Water 
Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. | 


4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fix- 


tures, whereby the consumption of water is increased, 
shall be made without giving notice and obtaining a per- 
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mit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations 
in or additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, 
unless the owner or agent shows a permit therefor, 
signed by the Water Commissioners, and then only to the 
extent stated therein. 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop 
and waste-cork, properly located inside the building, and 
have their pipes so arranged that the water can be drawn 
from them in case of danger from frost. 


They must keep their own water pipes and all fix- 
tures connected therewith in good repair and protected 
from frost. 


The strength of all pipes used, their protection a- 
gainst freezing the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the 
general arrangement of the work in reference to security 
and safety, and the geeping of all pipes and fixtures in 
proper repair, shall be in accordance with any directions, 
either special or general, given by the Water Commis- 
sioners. 


All owners or users of pressure boilers connected 
direct to the mains of the Sharon Water Works, must 
have the same equipped with a suitable check valve to 
_prevent syphoning, and a relief valve to prevent over- 
pressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Commis- 
sioners. 


6. No Plumber or any other person, except the 
Superintendent of Water Works shall tap any water 
main or connect any service pipe therewith, nor shall any 
plumber or other person turn on or shut off the water 
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from any pipe or hydrant where the stop-cork is not lo-~ 
cated on his own premises. 3

7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water 
to any other person or families, nor shall any persoon 
take or carry water from any hydrant, watering trough 
or public fountain without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners, nor after such consent has been withdrawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, 
either to prevent freezing or any other cause. AI] water 
closets must be self-closing. 3 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes 
named in the application and to the premises of the taker 
and the street immediately bordering such premises. It 
must not be used for filling tanks or reservoirs, or any 
other domestic purposse whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department of- 
ficers and assistants, may enter the premises of any 
water taker supplied with water between the hours of 
8 o'clock a. m. and 6 o’clock p. m., to examine the pipes 
and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the manner 
of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all the 
water supplied to the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one 
party through a single tap, the bill for the whole supply 
furnished through such tap will be made to the owner 
of the estate, or some tenant who shall agree to become 
responsible. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the 
Water Board.

Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, 
in the first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a 
term on the first day of the month succeeding the letting 
on of water. Bills for measured and estimated water. 
quarterly,and all other bills for water, labor and mate- 
rials, on the first day of month preceeding their contract- 
tion. 

If bills remain unpaid one month after they become 
due, the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after 
the water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar in ad- 
dition to the bill, must be paid before water will be let on 
again. 


13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to 
have any portion of a payment refunded for any stop- 
page, for purposes of additions or repairs, nor for non- 
use, occasioned by absence, nor for stoppage for any pur- 
pose whatever, which, in the opinion of the Water Com- 
missioners may be deemed necessary. 


14. No fireman or other person, except for the legi- 
timate purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire 
hydrant or stop-cork connected with the fire service, 
without the consent of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to 
comply with said Rules and Regulations are liable to have 
their supply of water cut off. 


15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for 
more than six months during the year from July to July, 
and where the unoccupancy is reported to the Super- 
intendent, so that he can shut off the supply from the 
street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate above 
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for shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT FOR 1916 


To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of 


Sharon: 


Gentlemen :—Herewith is submitted the twenty-first an- 
nual report of the Superintendent of this department for the 
year ending December 31, 1916. 

The price of coal reached the maximum in May, of this 
year, being the highest paid since the ownership of the works 
by the town. We were fortunate in having a wet summer 
and by using the electric pumping plant for quite a portion 
of the time have kept the power cost down to a reasonable 
amount.. 

The pumping stations have been painted outside. The 
office has been partly sheathed over the brick work and a new 
floor laid, making it somewhat more comfortable. 

Five leaks on the force main between Crossmoor Road 
and the pumping station have been repaired. No leaks have 
appeared in any other portion of the works. A gate has been 
placed in the main at the corner of Massapoag and East 
streets, thus obviating the shutting off of Beach, Mountain 
and adjacent streets in case of the failure of the main south 
of East Street. 

The machinery is in fairly good order, although there is 
considerable slip in the pump in station number one, nothing 
having been done to the plungers since the pump was built. 

Some repairs were made on the brick work of furnace 
under boiler. number two. The trouble with the excessive

water hammer in station No. two, was remedied in’ April 
by the introduction of a simple but very effective device, and 
the pump has started and stopped automatically since that 
time, regardless of predictions made that it could not be so 
operated. Owing to the abnormally high price of coal and 
the difficulty of getting it, this station has been used almost 
entirely this winter, pumping water fully as economically 
as the steam plant. 

Only eight services have been added this year, making 
575 taps of which 27 are abandoned and 73 are temporarilly 
shut off, making a total of 475 in use January 1, 1917. 3 

The average length has been but ten feet and the average 
cost $750. One meter has been added, and one discontinued, 


making twelve now in use.

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REPORT OF WARRANT COMMITTEE 


Estimated Tax Rate, $18.65 
Sharon, Mass., March 8, 1917. 
To the Voters of Sharon: 


Your Warrant Committee in presenting their annual 
report would call attention to the fact that they have been con- 
fronted on every side for an increased appropriation and the 
uncertainty of the operation of the new state income tax law, 
together with the increased cost of every necessity of life has 
led your Committee to extremely conservative recommenda- 
tions. It is our belief that a special effort should be made to 
keep down. appropriations for the next few years, as, in our 
opinion, a low tax rate on real estate would undoubtedly lead 
to an increase in the residents of this town, owing to a uniform 
rate on personal property throughout the State, which, we 
believe, should be taken advantage of in this manner. If the 
recommendations of the Committee aré adopted, we estimate 
the tax rate will be substantially $18.65. It must be borne in 
mind that every appropriation of $1,000 adds about thirty- 
three cents to the tax rate. because we have no control over 
the tax on intangible personal property.

any college, infirmary, hospital institution, or educational, 
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charitable or religious undertaking which is not publicly 
owned and under the exclusive control, order and superin-

In accordance with your instructions, | have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Sharon for 
the year ending December 31, 1917, and report as follows: 


The books in the accountant’s office were checked in de- 
tail. The appropriations were checked to the town clerk's 
records. The ledger was checked with the cash book and 
journal, a trial balance was taken off, and the books were 
proved to be in balance. 


The cash book was proved; receipts and payments were 
checked with the treasurer’s books, with departmental reports, 
and with properly approved warrants. 


The method of recording and filing is systematic and 
businesslike and reflects credit upon the official in charge. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector 
were examined and checked. The treasurer’s receipts were 
compared with the accountant’s books and payments reported 
by departments. The payments were compared with the 
authorized warrants. 


The cash book was footed, cash on hand counted, and the 
bank balance proved. 


The treasurer’s accounts as collector were examined, and 
collections were checked to the treasurer’s books and to the 
reports to the accountant. The abatements were checked with 
the assessors’ reports, and outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the accountant’s books. Verification 
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notices were sent to a number of delinquent taxpayers whose 
names appeared on the books; no replies were received claim- 
ing to have paid, and | am satisfied as to the correctness of 
the accounts. 

In addition to these, the accounts of the sealer of weights 
and measures and the library fines account were examined, 
and payments to the treasurer were checked with the treas- 
urer’s and accountant’s books. | 

The trust funds were examined, checked, and compared 
with the treasurer’s and accountant’s books and found to be 
as recorded. 


The tax titles were examined. ‘Some of them are of 
doubtful value. When the accounts were opened in 1912, 
they were set up on the books, although complete information 
was not a matter of record. 


| have opened a new account for the 1917 takings, for 
which complete records are available, and would recommend 
that the accounts of the years 1904 to 1909 be perfected; if 
this cannot be done, they should be charged off against the 
excess and deficiency account. 

Tables showing a reconciliation’ of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the collector’s accounts, of sealer of weights 
and measures’ charges, of library fines, of funds together with 
the transactions of the year, and a balance sheet showing the 
financial condition of the town December 31, 1917 are ap- 
pended to this report. | 

While I was engaged in making the audit, uniform cour- 
tesy was extended by every department official: For the co- 
operation received from those in charge of the several depart- 
ments, I wish on behalf of my assistant and myself to express 
my appreciation.

~ MORRELL PARK 


Early in the year Mr. Edgar M. Hixon donated 
twenty-five trees and a large shrub to the town, and 
these were accepted by your Commissioners and set out 
on either side of the proposed walk through the centre 
of the park, and along each side of the lot. Twenty 
shrubs were also purchased: and set out in clumps of 
five in the four corners of the park. A strip about forty 
feet wide along the south side which had never been 
graded was ploughed and leveled and seeded. The grass 
was cut by contract and the hay procured paid for in 
fertilizer, which was spread upon the land. 


The Commissioners in their expenditures exceeded 
the small appropriation of fifteen dollars by seven dollars 
and twelve cents, which was made by the Warrant Com- 
mittee, but as the Commissioners had turned back the 
full appropriation to the town the year before, and also 
turned over ten dollars from the sale of hay the same 
year, they do not feel very guilty yeni ics their small 
over expenditure.

Library Work 


The Library has been open to the public from three to 
nine o’clock P. M., on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, 
(holidays excepted) throughout the year. 

The Librarian reports 205 cards issued to new borrowers. 
During the same period the circulation of books has been 
18032. 299 new books have been placed on the shelves. 


The Rental Collection 


The “Rental Collection”, supplying the latest works of 
fiction in response to a popular demand makes possible a 
larger general circulation than could otherwise be provided 
for. 


Library Extension Work 


Following the custom of several years the Library peri- 
odically sends cases of books, adapted to the reading of 
scholars in the different grades to the school houses. These 
little libraries are placed in the care of the teachers, who may 
retain them four weeks. | 

318 volumes have been. donated by the Library and its 
patrons and forwarded for the soldier boys in various camps. 

On Aug. 17th the Trustees, the Librarian and seventeen 
friends of the cause, acting as a Library War Council, held a 
meeting which resulted in raising $203.50, to be added to the 
general fund for the building and equipment of soldier 
libraries. 

The Librarian has again planned to hold, during the 
winter, a Series of Story Hours for-children like those which 
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were so successful last year. The purpose is to familiarize 
the boys and girls with some of the classics, ancient and 
modern, for their influence in character building and the cultt- 
vation of a literary taste, and to stimulate an interest in the 
continued reading of these tales by themselves. 


Under the initiative of the Librarian the Girl Scouts 
will work at their homes in making Scrap Books from maga- 
zine illustrations. ‘The character of this work will be adapted 
especially for the entertainment of the soldier boys in hospt- 
tals. 

For the convenience of families living at some distance 
from the village the Trustees have established two branch 
libraries, viz, at the houses of Mr. Robert G. Morse on Morse 
Street and Mrs. Edgar F. Drake on Bay Road, for the free 
circulation of books in those neighborhoods. If the plan 
meets with a continuance of the favor now indicated it may 
be extended to other outlying sections of the Town. 


As the Library has no printed catalogue of books, the 
titles of the new books purchased monthly are published in 
the Sharon Advocate, and a list of all the books added to the 
Library during the year appears in the Town Report.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ 
REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners respectfully 
submit the following as their report for the year ending 
December 31, 1917. 


At the annual town meeting Mr. Alfred C. Sampson 
and Mr. Jens J. Jorgensen were elected to serve as Water 
Commissioners for two: and three years, respectively. 
The Board organized with T. F. Quinn, Chairman, Alfred 
_ C. Sampson, Secretary. 


| Owing to the high cost of material and the shortage 
of labor, no extensions were made this year. 


In August, owing to repairs being made on the pump 
in Station Number Two, and the excessive use of water, 
it was found necessary to restrict the hose privilege, 
something that had not been done before for five years. 
After repairs were finished the pump was put in com- 
mission and no further trouble was experienced from 
this source. 


It will be noted that the consumption increased 
several million gallons, owing partly to the hot weather, 
cold weather, leaks, and flushing dead ends, the latter 
having become quite a factor.

After several months’ delay on the part of the 
contractor, the stand pipe was cleaned and painted, two - 
coats inside and outside, and seems in fairly good con- 
dition for a tank having been in use for thirty-two 
years. Owing to the excessive cost, but one carload of 
coal was purchased this year, enough being kept on hand 
for emergency purposes. The Maintenance Account has 
considerably increased this year, owing to the high price 
of coal, the painting of the stand pipe, freezing of water 
pipes, and general repairs. The town has settled with 
the Carroll estate for land taken for water purposes. 


All users of hose are requested to keep within the 
limit of two hours per day, and observe the fact that 
the use of hose between the hours of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. 
is strictly prohibited. Your Board would recommend an 
appropriation of $2000 for the use of water for all 
public purposes. We would also advise all water takers 
to try their cellar stops in thé early fall, before the 
ground freezes, and remedy any defect requiring the 
water to be shut off from the street, thus saving them- 
selves and the town any unnecessary expense. This is 
quite an important matter, as sometimes the stops are 
broken off in turning and the cellar flooded before water 
can be shut off from the street. The details of the work 
done will be found in the annexed report of the Super- 
intendent.

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Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part 
of the contract with every person who uses water: | 


1. All applications for the use of water must be 
made at the office of the Water Commisssioners. on the 
form prescribed, stating truly and fully the various uses 
to which the water is to be applied, and signed by the 
owner or agent of the property. 


2. Connection and Service Pipes—The Commis- 
sioners will make all connections with the mains, and ex- 
tend the service pipes to the street line, furnishing the 
pipe and stop-corks (which pipes and stop-corks shall. 
remain the property of the town and under its sole con- 
trol.) All service pipes and fixtures inside the street 
line shall be put in. by the consumer or at his cost. 


3. The Water Commissioners reserve ‘the right to 
refuse to connect with plumbing which has not been ex-' 
amined and approved by the Superintendent or Agent, 
and service pipe laid by takers upon their premises must 
not be covered until inspected by the Agent of the Water 
Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 


4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fix- 
tures, whereby the consumption of water is increased, 
shall be made without giving notice and obtaining a per- 
mit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations 
in or additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid,’ 
unless the owner or agent shows a permit therefor, 
signed by the Water Commissioners, and then only to 
the extent stated therein. 
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5. All persons taking water must provide a stop 
and waste-cork, properly located in the building, and 
have their pipes so arranged that water can be drawn 
from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixe 
tures connected therewith in good repair and protected 
from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection 
against freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, 
the general arrangement of the work in reference to 
security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes and 
fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with 
any directions, either specific or general, given by the 
Water Commissioners. 

All owners or users of pressure boilers connected 
direct to the mains of the Sharon Water Works, must 
have the same equipped with a suitable check valve to 
prevent syphoning, and a relief valve to prevent over- 
pressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Commis- 
sioners. : 


6. No plumber or any other person, except the 
Superintendent of Water Works, shall tap any water 
main or connect any service pipe therewith, nor shall any 
plumber pr other person turn on or shut off: the water 
from any pipe or hydrant where the stop-cock is nob 
located on his own premises. 


7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water 
to any other person or families, nor shall any person 
take or carry water from any hydrant, watering trough 
or public fountain without the consent of the Water Com- 
missioners, nor after such consent has been withdrawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, 
either to prevent freezing or any other cause. . All water 
closets must be self-closing. 
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The use of hose must be confined to the purposes 
named in the application and to the premises of the taker 
and the street immediately bordering such premises. It 
must not be used for filling tanks or reservoirs, or any 
other domestic purpose whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department of- 
ficers and assistants, may enter the premises of any 
water taker supplied with water between the hours of 
8 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock p.m., to examine the pipes 
and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the manner 
of its use. 


10. Parties using meters. must measure all the 
water supplied to the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one 
party through a single tap, the bill for the whole supply 
furnished through such tap will be made to the owner 
of the estate, or some tenant who shall agree to become 
responsible therefor. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the 
Water Board. | 

Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, 
on the first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a 
term on the first day of the month succeeding the letting 
on of water. Bills for measured and estimated water, 
quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor and ma- 
terials, on the first day of month preceding their con- 
traction. 

If bills remain unpaid one month after they become 
due, the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after 
the water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar, in 
addition to-the bill, must be paid before the water will 
be let on again. 
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13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to 
have any portion of a payment refunded for any stop- 
page, for purposes of additions or repairs, nor for non- 
use, occasioned by absence, nor for stoppage for any pur- 
pose whatever, which, in the opinion of the Water Com- 
missioners, may be deemed necessary. 


14. No fireman or other person, except for the legi- 
timate purpose of extinguishing flames, shall open any fire 
hydrant or stop-cork connected with the fire service, 
without the consent of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to 
comply with said Rules and Regulations are liable to 
have their supply of water cut off. 


15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for 
more than six months during the year from July to July, 
and where the unoccupancy is reported to the Super- 
intendent, so that he can shut off the supply from the 
street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate above 
first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each 
for shutting off and turning on the water.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1917 


To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of 
Sharon: 


Gentlemen,—Herewith is submitted the twenty- 
second report of the Superintendent of this Department, 
for the year ending December 31, 1917. The pump in 
Station Number Two received quite an overhauling, two 
pistons being bushed, rods turned down to fit, two bear- 
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ings babbitted, and some new springs and suction valves 
put in. There has also been installed in this station a 
regulator of the gauge type, in parallel circuit with the 
diaphragm regulator, one controlling the minimum and 
the other the maximum pressure. As now set, the pump 
will start when the tank has dropped about ten feet. 
This apparatus has been in use several months, and has 
worked very nicely. During a heavy thunder storm the 
cement-lined pipe on Cottage street was struck by light- 
ning, burning a hole through it, causing quite a leak. 
This was repaired as soon as possible. On September 
15 the cement-lined pipe in Masssapoag street burst, the 
break being large enough to deprive all the houses of 
water. The break was in such a position that it was hard 
to locate it, the street being flooded, but after some hours 
it was located and repaired. The houses affected were 
supplied as well as could be done by team. The break 
clearly showed that the roots of the trees are forcing the 
cement from the outside of the pipe, after which, owing 
to the nature of the soil and the fact that this pipe is, 
under water several months in the year, causes it to 
deteriorate very rapidly. While opening the hydrant at 
the time of the Wyman fire in May, the spindle of the 
hydrant was broken, which resulted in the valve drop- 
ping, nearly shutting off the water supply from the hose. 
This is the first accident of the kind since the works 
were built. One leaky joint in the main on Crossmoor 
Road has been repaired. There has been a general 
overhauling of services, four leaks repaired, six provided 
with new stops, and twenty stop boxes dug up and reset. 


All hydrants were inspected during the cold spell 
in February. Two have had the drips cleaned and four 
provided with new drip valves. Complaint was made 
as to the condition of the water on Glendale Road. A 
blow-off was put in at the end of the line, the pipe thor- 
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oughly flushed out, since which time the water has been 
in good condition. All dead ends were flushed from time 
to time, but with long stretches of pipe and few takers, 
the water will get stagnant. especially during the hot 
weather. 


On August 21, during a heavy thunder shower, the 
transformer at Station Number Two was burned out, 
but a new one was installed the next day, Station Number 
One being operated in the meantime. Some difficulty 
was experienced in getting the truck up to Station Two 
owing to the narrow roadway across the meadow, and 
it would seem wise to widen part of the road across the 
meadow two or three feet, which can be accomplished 
_ with a small outlay. The winter was unusually cold and 
four services were frozen, the frost working down the 
stop box and then freezing the service. These have been 
dug up and packed with leaves. The two-inch on Mann’s 
Hill froze and water was carried to the houses until it 
thawed out again the latter part of March. Lack of 
snow was the primary cause in all these cases. Only four 
services were added this year, the smallest number in 
any one year since the works were built, making 550 
now in use. The average cost of these four was $11.17, 
and the average length 20.75 feet.

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THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COM- 
MITTEE OF THE TOWN OF SHARON 


‘the review of the year and the report of the schools of 
the Town of Sharon are presented more in detail in the Super- 
intendent’s report which follows. There are, however, certain 
matters which your School Board desires to bring to your at- 
tention. 


The Reorganization of the Educational System 


One of the most important steps that have been taken. to 
improve the public schools of Sharon was that which was 
originated by vote of your School Board in February, 1917, 
and was put into effect at the beginning of the fall term, last 
' September. This was the change in the system of superin- 
tendency of the schools. For twenty-six years the Town of 
Sharon had the services of a part-time superintendent. Act- 
ing under arrangement with the towns of Stoughton. and 
Mansfield he gave one day a week to Sharon. Perhaps this 
was the best arrangement for the past years but it could not 
at all meet the needs of Sharon today. Consequently your 
Board voted to change the system and combine the duties of 
principalship of the High School with that of superintendent. 
To this position Mr. Vernon S. Ames was elected in May, 1917. 
The new plan has been in operation only six months but al- 
ready the advantages over the old plan are very evident. We 
now have a resident superintendent who is accessible to the 
parents and teachers every day of the week, who gives a cer- 
tain time each day to the supervision of our schools, and who 
is making a real study of our school system. Already he has 
outlined a new course of study and his careful reports and 
recommendations to your Board are helping to make better 
schools for our Town and are in marked contrast to condi- 
tions in previous years. . 
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In carrying out our reorganization your Board has al- 
ready adopted a new set of rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the schools. These are based on a very careful 
set of by-laws recommended by the State Board of Education 
for adoption by local school boards. They define the duties 
of the school board, school superintendent, teachers, janitors,. 
and include all the important matters relating to an effective 
operation of our schools. 


Problems of the Year 
1. ‘Transportation. 


As usual, the problem of transportation of the pupils this 
year has been‘a difficult one to solve. Carrying further our 
policy of the past year, however, your School Board has 
placed under, contract for auto conveyance one more route, so 
that the pupils from the South-.and Fast districts are now con- 
veyed by automobile and those from the North and West by 
barges. By combining the South and East routes under one 
contract by auto conveyance your Board has saved the town 
eight dollars a week, or three hundred twenty dollars a year.) 
The price of car tickets, however, has increased forty percent 
so that the saving in our transportation by automobile is 
largely offset by the increased cost of the car tickets. 


2. uel. 


The School Board was faced this. year with the acute 
shortage and increased cost of coal. By placing our orders 
with both dealers early and taking the coal at the best prices 
they could give we were able to secure nearly the normal 
supply of coal for our schools. On the other hand, the ab- 
normally severe weather this winter has drawn heavily upon 
our coal supply and it is probable that we will be obliged to 
adopt the one-session school day for the rest of the winter and 
possibly extend the February vacation a week longer than was 
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planned. The janitors have had orders to conserve the coal 
in every possible way without lowering the heat of the build- 
ings below a safe and comfortable temperature. In this way 
we hope to get through the winter without any drastic reduc- 
tion of the school sessions. 


Looking Ahead 


1. The South School’Property. 


The South School has been closed for the last two years 
and it is the expressed wish of the majority of the people in 
that district that it should remain closed. There is therefore 
no reason why this property should not be sold and the pro- 
ceeds credited to the annual school budget. The building is 
in good condition and a fair sum should be realized from its 
sale. We recommend that authority for this sale be given at 
the coming town meeting. 


2. Junior High School. 


The School Board commends to your consideration the 
suggestions for a Junior High School which the Superin- 
tendent gives in his accompanying report. It is evident that 
the Junior High School is a step in the right direction in our 
educational progress and there is no reason why Sharon 
should not put this system into effect as soon as conditions 
make it possible. 


3. A New Building. 


The School Board would also refer the citizens to the 
Superintendent’s outline of the need for a new building. The 
growth of our school population, the crowding in the grades, 
the inadequacy of the present Grammar School building—all 
these and other factors show that we must be planning now 
for some kind of a new building before many years. The 
School Board has given this matter careful study in the last 
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two years and the judgment of the Board is reflected in the 
recommendation of the Superintendent. In the plans for any 
such building, care should be taken to secure a large tract of 
land and the location of the building should be determined by 
the center of the school population and its accessibility to 
transportation lines, such as the electric cars. lf these were 
normal times we would recommend the appointment of a 
Building Committee at the coming town meeting but perhaps 
the consideration of this problem would best be left in the 
hands of the School Board for the present, for further study 
and recommendation. 


Conclusion 


In concluding this report the Board feels that it can hon- 
estly assure the citizens of the town that the steps taken dur- 
ing the last year for the improvement of the schools are in 
the right direction and will result in a better education for the 
boys and girls of our town. We realize that you have en- 
trusted to us perhaps the most important task of the town and 
it is with a desire to be of service that we are trying to do this © 
work. We welcome constructive criticism and suggestion:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Sharon, 


| present my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. The.usual statistics are presented for the school 
year ending in June, 1917, and are drawn from the registers 
and other records of that year, but nearly all of the remaining 
items in the first section of this report relate to the present 
school year which began in September. 


Review of the Year 


The first great task of the year has been that of prepar- 
ing a complete course of study for all of the grades, and this 
I have undertaken with the cooperation of all the teachers. 
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The training and experience of all are brought to bear on the 
problem ‘and the resulting course of study will be more com- 
pletely understood and appreciated than any that might be 
imposed from without could be. An outline of the course in 
History has been adopted, based upon a course worked oui 
at the Normal School of San Diego, California, and Geo- 
graphy and Civics are correlated with this so far as possible. 
That part of the program for the Junior Red Cross work 
which relates to instruction rather than to manual work will 
be incorporated into this outline. We aim by this close cor- 
relation of History, Geography and Civics to make it possible 
for the children not only to acquire the large body of organ- 
ized knowledge necessary to a correct conception of the true 
course and meaning of History but to be fitted for the respon- 
sibilities of good citizenship. Much illustrative material will 
be used,—maps that will make clear important economic 
truths as well as political facts, and pictures that will help the 
children to visualize correctly the life and occupations of other 
peoples. 

In similar mariner the courses in Arithmetic, Reading, 
English, ete., are to be outlined and developed. Suggestive 
outlines in these grades have been prepared for the first six 
grades by a committee of Superintendents and Normal School 
teachers, under the direction of the State Board of Education, 
and it will be our task to adapt these to the local conditions. 


In the High School the only changes in the course ol 
study have been the introduction of Typewriting and Science 
in the Second Year. A very large proportion of the class is 
taking each subject, showing that there was need for these 
additions. For the enrollment of pupils in each subject see 
the Appendix to this report. 

A beginning has been made this year in the measurement 
of the attainments of Grades II to VIII in certain fundamen- 
tals. Such work has been made possible within a few years 
by the development of certain “standard tests” in connection 
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with the many educational surveys,that have been conducted 
as in New York City, Cleveland, Denver, Portland, Oregon, 
and many other places. These “standard tests” are still in 
an experimental stage and leave much to be desired, but they 
have been given to thousands of children in many sections 
‘of the country and the results tabulated in such a way that it 
is possible to say pretty definitely what a given grade ought 
to be able to do with a given test, as for example in the funda- 
mental operations of Arithmetic. It would be an error, how- 
ever, to assume that they are infallible or that they can meas- 
ure all of the results of the complex process of education. So 
far as they go, they serve to point out to the teacher and 
supervisor defects in the teaching of the processes measured 
and indicate to them what topics need further study and drill. 
It is for this purpose and with these limitations in mind that 
we have made use of two sets of tests this year, and we expect 
to use several others and to repeat the ones already given 
later to determine what progress has been made. 


Table I below gives the results of the Cleveland Survey 
Tests in Arithmetic as given in December, the scores made | 
being those given in the columns headed S. The scores in 
columns C are those made in the schools of Cleveland in the 
same grades in June. Thus, in test A, the third grade in 
Cleveland made a score of 13.4 and the same grade in Sharon 
made a score of 12.9. Tests A, E, J, and ‘“M are tests in Addi- 
tion, each a little more difficult than the preceding; B and F 
are in Subtraction; C, G, and L in Multiplication; D, I, K, 
and N in Division; and H and O are in Fractions. 
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Table II, below, compares the results of three sets of 
tests in spelling with the “standard scores” for the correspond- 
ing grade. The tests consisted of twenty words each taken 
from the Ayres’ list of one thousand words most common in 
the English language. In the table the upper row of figures 
gives the percentage attained by the Sharon grades, and the 
row of figures just below gives the percentage attained by | 
some 70,000 children in 84 cities throughout the country... 
These tests will be repeated from time to time throughout 
the year. } |

The opening of schools in September brought to the 
High School the largest enrollment it has ever had, a total of 
97. Two of these have been transferred to other High Schools 
and one has left school for work, leaving a membership of 
94 as compared with 85 at this time last year. The enroll- 
ment in the Grades shows a net gain of 21 pupils since a year 
ago. The First Grade has 42 pupils; the Second Grade is 
the largest with 59, and the Third Grade is the smallest with 
37; the average size of all the grades is 45. Table III, below, 
shows the complete statistics for all grades and the High 
School.

The common basis for determining whether a child 1s 
ahead of his grade or behind it or normal is to allow two 
years over the age of admission for normal; that is, a child 
in the first grade is normal if either five or six. years of age; 
a child in the second grade is normal if either six or seven 
years of age; etc. The numbers in black face type in the table 
above indicate the number of children who are normal; those 
to the right and above are retarded, those to the left and be- 
low.in advance. Then 3.7% of the pupils are ahead of their 
grade, 75.9% are normal, and 20.4% are behind their grade. 


The most extensive improvement to school property 
during the year has been the construction of a system of 
drains to supplement the cesspool at the Primary School. 
This we hope will relieve the town of considerable expense 
and greatly reduce the menace to the children’s health in that 
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school. The toilet facilities there are not such as should be 
tolerated for long, however, and conditions at the Grammar 
School are worse. Toilets in a basement, partly below the 
surface of the ground, are not easily drained, and the most 
effective sanitary agent—sunlight—cannot enter. — 


The School Physicians have made their usual inspection 
of the children, and a system of record cards 1s in prepara- 
tion which will make the results of their work available to 
the teachers and other school officers. This record will show 
the condition of each child at the time of each annual inspec- 
tion with respect to age, grade, vaccination, teeth, tonsils, 
adenoids, glands, pediculosis, external eye, and, skin, together 
with the records of the sight and hearing tests made annually 
by the teachers. 


‘ 


The schools have been free thus far this year from con- 
tagious diseases, and it is greatly to be hoped that any out- 
break may be avoided or at least taken in time to prevent a 
general epidemic. School rooms are always a_ favorable 
breeding ground for germs and the prevention of contagion 
there is difficult, but we believe that much may be accom- 
plished in the way of prevention if careful watch be kept by 
parents and daily inspection be made by teachers, so that any 
pupils who show symptons of ill health may be sent to the 
school physician at once and excluded from school when — 
symptoms of contagious disease are found. It must be ap- 
parent, however, that exclusion from school is not all that is 
‘necessary to prevent an epidemic; to allow children to run 
_about the streets and frequent public places very nearly ren- 
ders such exclusion void of effect. A table of children’s 
diseases has been prepared and published in the school reports 
of several towns and is presented here in the hope that it may 
prove useful. (See Appendix.) 

In January, 1917, through the action of your Gogacr eae 
aided by the generosity of the Fortnightly Club, a School 
Lunch was established in the basement of the High School 


! 
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building. The work was placed in charge of Miss Alice 
Mansur and, on her resignation, of Miss Grace Mackintosh, 
under the supervision of a committee of the Fortnightly Club. 
The lunch consisted of sandwiches with hot soup or cocoa, 
and the proceeds of the lunch room paid for the raw materials 
with a small margin over. The equipment of the room cost 
about $98 which was taken from the school appropriation. 
We are greatly indebted to the Fortnightly Club for so gen- 
erously appropriating a fund to pay the wages of the young 
women and to their committee, Mrs. George A. Steason, Mrs. 
Arthur P. Fiske, and Mrs. W. W. Capen, for their very great 
help in making the experiment such a success. During the 
winter and spring from fifty to seventy-five pupils of the 
schools were served each day. This fall the lunch has con- 
sisted of cocoa only, prepared by a committee of ladies from 
the Fortnightly Club who gave their services each for one 
day a week. The increased cost of the cocoa, the absence of 
other food with it, and many other reasons have resulted in 
reducing the number who patronize the lunch to about twenty 
to ‘twenty-five pupils. On this account we do not think it 
wise to ask the town for an appropriation sufficient to main- 
tain the lunch room on the same scale as last year, and rec- 
ommend its. suspension for the present. 

Preparations are nearly completed for the introduction 
of Red Cross work into all the schools shortly after their re- 
opening in January. A fund of nearly $100 has been raised 
by contributions from the pupils in all schools, which is to be 
held for the purchase of materials from which Red Cross 
supplies will be made. The schools are authorized School 
Auxiliaries and the pupils are Junior Members. The working 
out of the program of activities is in charge of a committee of 
the local Chapter. 


Educational Ideals 


Each ‘stage in the progress of education has brought 
forth a definition of the term education in terms of the dom- 
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inant ideals of the time. The educational ideal of today 1s 
two-fold,—individual and social. It is the aim of education 
to give to every individual child an adequate preparation for 
a well chosen occupation and to develop such tastes as will 
lead to the highest use of life; and a necessary complement 
of this is training that will result in a disposition and ability 
to cooperate with others for the common good. 


With the tremendous development of the industries and 
of commerce the old apprentice system has given way to the 
various types of vocational education, and as men have be- 
come more and more dependent upon each other and upon 
the social organization, government, civic education has be- 
come necessary. Both of these ideas are gathering tremen- 
dous impetus in these days of war under the stimulus of the 
demands for greater efficiency in production and for more 
thoroughly diffused and vital ideals of democracy and inter- 
national dependence. Upon those who are charged with the 
duty of educating our youth rests a heavy responsibility. 
They must so interpret the spirit of the times and foresee its 
results as to be able to make the preparation of the next gen- 
eration thorough and effective, and at the same time they ' 
must be on their guard lest they be carried away on such a 
narrow course of vocational training that those so trained 
are not capable of laying hold on the higher things of life. 
We must hold true to the ideal of an all round training— 
training of hand, mind, and heart—and that for every child. 


The idea that all children should be given: exactly the 
same trainning has given place to a realization that there is a 
wide range of differences in children which calls for a large 
amount of individual treatment. Many experiments have been 
made in recent years in the effort to adapt the methods of the 
classroom to these individual needs, notable among which is 
the Junior High School. There is considerable variation in 
the form of organization which this title designates, but the 
essential features of it are the following :— | 
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1. Beginning at about the seventh schooi year a differentia- 
tion of work is made possible, so that all pupils are not com- 
pelled to take exactly the same work. 


2. Departmental work is begun gradually and increased 
from year to year, so that pupils come under the direction cf 
more than one teacher each year. 


3. The work in the fundamentals is continued with all pupi!s 
with emphasis on their practical use, as in Arithmetic, Eng- . 
lish, Geography and History. 


4. Certain subjects usually found in the High School are 
offered as electives, as one or more foreign languages, mathe- 
matics beyond arithmetic, and commercial subjects. 


5. Some form of constructonal work is provided for all 
pupils, such as Manual Training, Domestic Science, Draw- 
ing, etc. 


6. Promotion is by subjects rather than by grades, so that a 
pupil who has failed in one study is not required to pat the 
whole’ year’s work in the other studies. 


7. Each pupil’s course is planned each year by teachers and 
parents and the pupil himself, due weight being given to his 
individual aptitudes. This paves the way to a wiser choice of 
subjects in the Senior High School and a more intelligent 
choice of vocation at the proper time. 


The reorganization of the work of the seventh and eighth 
grades along the line indicated here does not, of course, in it- 
self make a Junior High School except as it aims to provide 
for every child school tasks which appeal to him and on which 
he will concentrate his best efforts. The aim must be to deve!- 
op in each pupil a habit of success, enthusiasm for worth-while 
work, initiative and self-confidence. 
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I present this matter of the Junior High School here not as 
anything new, for it has been discussed in several public meet- 
ings and is well known to you and to many people in the com- 
munity, but I have the hope that further discussion and con- 
sideration may lead to the adoption of a definite policy and 
crystallize into actron in the near future. Many communities 
large and small are adopting the principle of the Junior-Sentor 
High School organization as fast as suitable buildings can be 
provided. A common practice in the larger communities when 
a new High School building is erected is to utilize the older 
building for a Junior High, and in smaller towns the new 
building is planned to accomodate both the Junior and the 
Senior High Schools. “ 


Progress of a Decade 


The past ten years. has brought a very great-increase in 
the amount of money expended on the schools, not in Sharon 
alone but everywhere. I have prepared the following dia- 
gram to show the rate of. increase in school expenditures 
and in the total expenditures of the town, together with the 
increase in school attendance and the,cost per pupil. The 
rate of increase in assessed valuation and the rate of growth 
of population are shown for purposes of comparison. The 
statistics from which this diagram is constructed will be 
found in full in the Appendix. Attention should be called 
to the fact that the cost per pupil in Sharon for 1916, $49.38 
was very close to the average cost per pupil throughout the 
state in the same year, $49.79. } 


It is pertinent to inquire into the causes of the increase 
of 98.5% in the cost of the schools in ten years- School 
attendance has increased in that time 25.6% and we should 
expect at least as great an increase in cost. Some of the most 
important items are the following: The pay roll of school 
employees in 1907 amounted to $8657.03, and in 1917 to 
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$13,474.01, an increase of 55.6%, (the salary of the man teacher 
in 1907 was $1200 and the average salary of the three men 
teachers in 1917 was $1366.67. The average salary of the 
twelve women teachers in 1907 was just $500 and in 1917 
it was $689.58.) Text books and school room supplies in 
1907 cost $760.56. and in 1917, 1422.58, an increase of 87%. 
Fuel cost $959 in 1907 and $1675.86 in 1917, an increase of 
64.3%. There was no expense for transportation in 190, 
but in 1917 that item cost $2996.20. 

The following tables are designed to show some of the 
directions in which the school system has grown in the space 
of ten years, and to suggest the increases in, opportunities 
and advantages offered to the children. It is impossible to 
indicate in this way the changes that have been made in the 
courses of study for the elementary schools, and it is pos- 
sible only in part for the High’ School, for the only records 
in my possession, aside from the Annual Reports, are copies 
of the High School courses of study for. the past five years 
and for the single year 1909-’10.

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In 1909 the High School offered four years of English 
(3 or 4 periods per week), four years Mathematics (3 to 5 
periods,) three years French (4 to 5 periods), four years 
Latin (5 periods), one year German (5 periods), three years 
Science (4 to 5 periods), three years History {3 to 5 periods), 
and one year Bookkeeping (3 periods). Additions have 
been made to the number of periods per week in every sub- 
ject except Latin, and new courses have been added in Arith- 
metic, Bookkeeping, Typewriting, Stenography, Science, 
Economics, Commercial Law, and German. 


Future Needs 


The time is at hand when the town should consider the 
erection of another school building. The enrollment in all 
of the grades and in the High School is increasing; the 
average size of the grades is now 45 pupils, the smallest 37 
and the largest 59; the High School numbers 94: ‘The aver- 
age membership of the schools has increased about 25% in 
the past ten years and the years to come will see a growth 
doubtless as rapid. No room now in use will accomodate 
more than 42 pupils without crowding, and one room has $3. 
No teacher can do her best work for the pupils when she has 
more than 35 or 40 pupils, There is no spare room in any 
building for an overflow class, and the room available in the 
Town Hall is already in use. 

The Grammar School building is inadequate in many 
ways: the sanitary arrangements there are poor, thorough 
ventilation in cold weather is impossible, the hallways are 
narrow and dark, the class rooms are poorly lighted even 
with the additional windows provided two years ago, and the 
space around the building is not large enough or level enough 
to be at all suitable for playground for one hundred and 
seventy-five or more pupils. Additional land is not available 
there, and no amount of remodeling would make the existing 
structure such as Sharon ought to afford for her children. 
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It is time for a comprehensive policy to be worked out 
and adopted that will not only meet the demands of the pres- 
-ent but provide for future growth liberally. I suggest the 
following as the main features of such a policy: | 

First, provide for Grades I, II, and III in the Primary 
building, with a spare room for an overflow class such as we 
now have in the Town Hall. No changes would need to be 
made in the building. 


Second, abondon the use of the Grammar School build- 
ing and sell the property. 

Third, provide for Grades IV, V, and VI in the present 
High School building, with spare room for overflow class 
and special work. The expense of remodeling the building 
for this purpose would be small, as the partitions between 
rooms A and B and between rooms C and D on the first floor 
could be taken out and two large rooms would be provided. 
The large study hall on the second floor could be divided by 
a movable partition so as to serve for two class rooms and 
also for an assembly room. 


Fourth, construct a new building for a Junior-Senior 
High School, combining Grades VII and VIII with the pres- 
ent High School. This would involve the selection of a 
piece of land which should be at least eight or ten acres in 
extent to provide for playgrounds, athletic field, and school 
- gardens, well drained and situated near the center of popula- 
tion. The building should have accomodations for a Junior 
High School, including study hall and suitable classrooms 
for at least 200 pupils; and for a Senior High School, with 
study hall, commercial rooms, laboratories and class rooms 
for at least 175 pupils. The study halls should be so ar- 
ranged that they could be converted into an assembly hall 
with a seating capacity of 500 or more. Rooms should be 
provided also for manual training, domestic science, play 
rooms, teachers’ room, office and committee room, and the 
necessary space for storage and heating and ventilating ap- 
paratus. |

Since April 1, 1917, thirty-one cases of absence from 
school have been investigated as follows: 
9 cases not registered, of these 
4 were leaving town 
3 were in school elsewhere 
2 were out without legal excuse and were sent to 
school. 
18 cases reported from the schools, 
1 under age of compulsory attendance 
11 due to illness of child 
2 due to illness in family 
1 family had left town 
1 family temporarily out of town 
2 without legal excuse, returned to schooi. 
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1 case reported run away from school. In this case 
the father was notified and asked to prevent a repetition of 
the offense. 

In three instances parents have been notified to obtain 
permits for children between fourteen and sixteen, who left 
school to work. 

In one instance complaint has been made to the District 
Court and the child was placed on probation as a truant and 
is now in charge of the Probation Officer of the Court.

WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March, 4, 1918 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 
To either Constable of the Town of Sharon, 
7 Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town Affairs, to meet at 
the Town Hall Building in said Sharon, on Monday, the fourth day 
of March, A. D. 1918, at 5.45 o’clock A. M., then and there to act 
on the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers as by law are 
required to be elected by ballot, and on the ballot prepared by the 
Town Clerk; Also to vote yes or no upon the question “Shall licenses 
be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” and to 
determine any questions as by law are required to be determined by 
ballot. 


The Polls will be open at 5.50 ’o’clock A. M., and may be closed 
at 4.30 o’clock P. M. of said day. 


The following articles will be acted on at thé business session of 
this meeting, to be ‘held by adjournment on the second een in 
March, at 8 o’clock P. M. 


Article 2. To choose Trustees of the School Funds and other offi- 
cers not chosen on the official ballot. 


Article 3. To choose four qnembers of the Warrant Committee for 
three years and to fill any vacancies upon said Committee. 


Article 4. To act upon the reports as printed and to hear any 
other reports and act thereon. 


Article 5. To hear the report of the Warrant Committee on the 
appropriations of money for the several departments, raise and ap- 
propriate the same and determine in what manner the money shall 
be raised to meet the several amounts for the several departments, 
viz.: Moderator, Warrant Committee, Selectmen, Accounting,

REPORT OF WARRANT COMMITTEE 


ESTIMATED TAX RATE, $19.97 


Sharon, Mass., March 8, 1918. 
To the Voters of Sharon: — 

Your Warrant Committee, in the recommendations which follow, 
has given most serious consideration to the estimates presented by 
the Town departments and after careful investigation, giving due 
weight to the great rise in cost of all materials, etc., has been unable 
to prevent an estimated increase in the total tax levy*of $11,839.25 
over last year’s figures. If your Committee’s recommendations are 
adopted we estimate the tax rate at about $19.97. This is the highest 
rate since 1910, when it was $21.50,,and every increase voted over 
your Committee’s figures will make it larger.

Articles 6, 7, 8, and 9. We recommend the adoption of these arti- 
cles, being the usual routine of carrying on the Town’s business. 


Article 10. We recommend the adoption of this article, and that 
the Collector receive a commission of one per cent on the amount of 
taxes collected and abatements. 


_ Article 11. Assessors’ Department. We recommend the adoption 
of this article and an appropriation of $1000. 


Article 12. Assessors’ Back Salaries. We recommend the adop- 
tion of this article and an appropriation of $75.08. 


Article 18. Valuation Book. _We recommend the adoption of this. 
article and an appropriation not to exceed $150. 


Article 14. Storage of Town Tools. We recommend the adoption of 
this article, as it is necessary for the Town to take some action in this 
matter. 


Article 15. Sale of South School. We recommend the adoption of 
this article and that the proceeds from the sale of the land and build- 
ings be applied to a reduction of the tax rate. 


Article 16. Term of Selectmen. We recommend this article be 
-dismissed. This project came up in a special Town Meeting January 
18, 1915, and at the Annual Town Meeting March 6, 1916, in an 
effort to limit the term of the Selectmen to one year and was deci-- 
sively defeated each time. We do not believe it advisable under the 
conditions confronting the Town for the next few years to make any 
change in the term of this office. 
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Article 17. State Guard. We recommend the adoption of this 
article and also the creation of an emergency war fund under the 
control of the Selectmen and recommend the appropriation of $500 
for the purpose named in the article (7. e., to be used only in case they 
are called for service in the State.) This fund to be in force, less 
such drafts as may be made upon it, until the expiration of the war 
or disbanding of the Company. | 


Article 18. -New Electric Light. We recommend this article be 
dismissed. The Town’s street lighting bill has now grown to $4450 
annually and we believe it inadvisable to make any increase in this 
department this year. 


Article 19. New Electric Light. “We recommend this article be - 
dismissed for the reason given in article 18.: 


Article 20. Moose Hill Street. We recommend the adoption of 
this article and an appropriation of $400, to come out of the regular 
appropriation for repair of streets and highways. ‘This sum was 
set aside for this street by the Highway Surveyor in a detailed esti- 
mate presented to the Warrant Committee by him. 


Article 21. Canton Street. We recommend the adoption of this . 
article and an appropriation of $500. The work on this street, begun 
last year, was not completed and in the course of construction changes 
were necessary which entailed a further appropriation of $500. 


Article 22. North Main Street Improvement. We recommend the 
adoption of this article and an appropriation of $2500 to meet an 
equal amount from both the Massachusetts Highway Commission 
and the Norfolk County Commissioners for the purpose specified, 
which will make $7500 available for this work. ; 


As the State Highway Commission and the County Commissioners 
have raised their appropriations by $500 each, owing to the increased 
expense this year, 1t will be necessary for us to do the same. The 
work was not undertaken last year because the question of taking 
up the street railway tracks was not adjusted satisfactorily. 


Article 23. Depot Street Sidewalk. We recommend the adoption 
- of this article and an appropriation of $500. 


Article 24. Gravel Pit. We recommend this article be dismissed. 
While under ordinary circumstances this might be a good purchase 
for the Town, we believe it can be deferred for another year. » 


Article 25. Enabling Act. We recommend this article be dis- 


missed and that the Town does not accept Sections 20 and 21 of 
Chapter 25 of the Revised Laws. 
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Articles 26 and 27. Bathing Beach. We recommend these articles 
be dismissed. Your Committee is still of the same opinion as last 
year when this project came before the Annual Meeting — that 
while not questioning its desirability, it is an unnecessary addition 
to the tax rate.

State Guard. The appropriation recommended under Article 17 
in the opinion of your*‘Committee is ample for the purpose, as a num- 
ber of towns having from three to five times the assessed valuation 
of the Town of Sharon have not voted more than $1500 for com- 
panies not exceeding in number our own home guard. 


Streets and Highways. The Highway Surveyor asked an appro- 
priation of $7655, but we recommend the sum of $5700 including his 
salary. This together with the special appropriation of $7500 from 
the State, County and Town will make a total of $13,200 to be ex- 
pended on highway repairs. We believe this to be ample, as it is 
very questionable, with the North Main Street improvement to be 
made this year, whether sufficient labor and teams will be available 
to warrant any larger appropriation.

March 11, 1918 


The adjourned Annual Town Meeting of March 4, 1918, was called 
to order at 8 o’clock P. M. by the Moderator, William D. Wheeler, 
and business was opened promptly under Article Second of the War- 
rant. 

The record of the donors to the Sharon Friends’ School Fund was 
read by the Moderator and the report of the Trustees was before the 
voters published in the Town Book, page 144. 

The Town Clerk was instructed to cast one ballot for trustees of 
the fund as follows:

Voted, that the Board of Selectmen be and hereby are authorized 
to appoint the minor officers. 
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Article 3. Voted, that a committee of three be appointed by the 
Moderator to bring in nominations for the Warrant Committee. 

Alfred C. Sampson, Jeremiah O’Leary and Edmund H. Hewins. 
were appointed for said duty and retired. 

The Moderator recognized Dr. George A. ‘Dennett, who arose on 
a question of personal privilege to address the meeting on the patri- 
otic and important duty of the citizens of the Town of Sharon in the 
matter of the ‘Third Liberty Loan’ about to be issued by the United 
States of America for the furtherance of the democratic principles 
upon which our Government is founded. 

The Moderator then recognized Ralph L. Pollard, who in well 
chosen words introduced Postmaster Joseph L. McGrath, who made 
an appeal to all present on the importance of large subscriptions’ 
to the popular method of raising quick money in the present emer- 
gency referring to ‘‘War Savings Stamps.” 

The speakers were unanimously applauded and on-motion of 
Selectman John R. Gillespie, the following vote was passed, every- 
body arising. (Unanimously by the registered voters.) Voted, that 
the Town Treasurer be and hereby is authorized and instructed to 
transfer Three Thousand ($3000) Dollars from the Excess and 
Deficiency Account of the Town for the purchase of United States 
Liberty Bonds to be issued in April, 1918.

Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred 
dollars ($200) for the erection of an Honor Board on the Town 
House grounds, carrying the names of Sharon’s boys who served in 
‘the war. 


Article 2. Voted, to raise and appropriate the sum of three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($350) for defraying the expenses of the Law 
Department until January Ist, 1919. 


Article 3. Motion to revoke the acceptance of Section 336, Chap- 
ter 11, of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts for 1902, was defeated. 
Yeas, 43. Nays, 46. 


Article 4, Voted, to dismiss the article. 


Article 5. Voted, that the Selectmen are hereby authorized and 
directed to draft a bill for presentation to the General Court of 1919, 
permitting the Town to engage in public transportation business.

Sir: 


I have made an audit of the books and accounts of the Town of 
Sharon for.the year ending December 31, 1918, and submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

The books in the accountant’s office were checked in detail and 
the cash book was footed and proved with the treasurer’s books. 

The receipts as reported by the treasurer to the accountant were 
checked with the amounts reported as having been paid to him. 
The authorized payments as shown by the treasury warrants and 
amounts charged against the several appropriation accounts were 
compared with the payments as shown by the treasurer’s books. 

The appropriation accounts as set up on the ledger were checked 
with records of the town clerk, showing the appropriation made. 
The ledger was footed and balance sheet prepared, which is ap- 
pended to this report. 

The classification: book, showing the receipts and payments in a 
classified form was checked to the ledger. 

All books and papers were found to have been kept in the usual 
careful and methodical manner and served as an accurate check in 
auditing the accounts of the several departments. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector were ex- 
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amined and checked. The reported receipts and payments in the 
capacity of treasurer were checked with the accountant’s books, 
the cash book being footed, the cash on hand verified and the bank - 
balance reconciled. 

The accounts of the collector were checked by checking the re- 
ceipts to the payments to the treasurer, and the abatements to the 
assessor notices, also by listing the outstanding accounts and check- 
ing the total with the amounts called for by the accountant’s books. 

The water commitments were checked and the collections, abate- 
ments, and outstanding accounts were proved. 

The receipts of all other departments receiving money were 
checked with the books of the treasurer and collector and with the 
accountant’s books. 

The trust funds were examined and found to correspond with the 
amounts reported on the treasurer’s and accountant’s books. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, a summary of the tax, assessment, water, sealer of 
weights and measures, scales and library accounts, and totals of the 
several trust funds, together with the transactions of the year. 

There is also a balance sheet appended showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on December 31, 1918. A number of balances 
were carried forward to meet liabilities contracted for, bills for which 
_have not been presented or paid. There is also shown an amount 
to be raised in 1919 which represents appropriations made at a 
meeting held on November 25. This sum could have been appro- 
priated from the 1918 surplus and thus avoid the necessity of raismg 
the amount in the 1919 levy. 

The books of the accountant, of the treasurer and collector, and 
of the assessors were well kept and the officials in charge are to be 
commended for the manner in which their work has been performed. 

To the several town officers who greatly assisted me in my work 
while I was engaged in making the audit, I wish to express, on behalf 
of my assistant and for myself, my appreciation of the co-operation 
received and assistance rendered.

Bath Houses 


In 1918 the Town voted to erect a bath house at the Lake, forty 
feet long and eighteen feet wide, witlr a partition through the center 
and ten dressing rooms and a passage on either side and two dry 
toilets in the rear. 

Later on the Selectmen turned this work over to the Playground 
Commissioners to carry out. 

After procuring two bids for the erection of the proposed building, 
your commissioners found that such a building would not at all meet 
the needs of the people, as a checking system was needed which would 
make a room for the purpose necessary, and further it was found 
that it would not be desirable to have the rooms for the men and the 
rooms for the women under the same roof. So, after due considera- 
tion, we decided to erect three buildings in a group, the one in the 
center for an office and checking room and one on either side for nine 
dressing rooms and a toilet. These we found we could construct 
within our appropriation by having them built by a portable house 
builder as we could use standard sizes and they would be gotten out 
at the mill. 

We have, therefore, put up these buildings with a platform con- 
necting them and running across the front of the center one and 
painted them one coat and provided the dressing rooms with a seat 
and six clothes hooks each. We also built a swimming raft and bought 
a boat, an anchor, and two life buoys with lines. The beach has been. 
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cleared from stones as far as the low water line and these were used 
for grading from the road to the center house, and police protection 
was furnished for the bathers during the greater part of the season. 
We have also four warning signs to be placed on the approaches to 
the beach in the spring. The buildings will need a second coat of 
paint, a cesspool must be built, two toilets installed and two low 
sinks with pinch faucets for rinsing the feet put in at the end of pas- 
sages in buildings. A checking counter and grills, also hooks, checks, 
and bags furnished for checking room, and a bubble fountain and 
clothes wringer will be placed on platform outside. This will make 
our outfit very complete.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


On the following pages will be found the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools to your School Committee. As the Superin- 
tendent’s report covers quite in detail the problems and progress of 
the Public Schools of Sharon during the last year it is not necessary 
to add another report from the School Board. We wish to call atten- 
tion, however, to the unusual conditions caused by the war and 
epidemic under which our schools have been conducted in the last 
twelve months. The calling into universal service of available young 
men deprived us of the masculine element in our teaching force, and 
the epidemic of influenza disrupted the school sessions and con- 
sequently reduced the efficiency of the schools. These conditions 
cannot be overcome during the rest of the school year, but in this 
respect Sharon is no exception to other communities throughout the 
country. 

An item in the Superintendent’s report which the school Board 
feels should have the earnest attention of the citizens of Sharon is | 
the matter of adequate housing of the school children. There is, 
no doubt that this problem should have the study of a larger group 
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than the School Board, and it is hoped that at the March Town 
Meeting a committee will be appointed by the Town to survey the 
conditions and make some constructive recommendations at a fu- 
ture meeting of the citizens of Sharon. 

The Superintendent of Schools has borne an unusual burden during 
the past year and we are sure the citizens of Sharon appreciate the 
faithful manner in which he has discharged his duties under these 
most trying conditions.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Commattee of Sharon: 


I present my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 
The statistics, as usual, are based on the records for the school 
year ending in June, 1918, with the exception of Table I, which 
gives the age-grade distribution as of December 2, 1918, and the 
statements concerning the sizes of grades in the first paragraph 
below, which are the figures for the total enrollment up to October 
29, 1918. 

| School Enrollment 

The total enrollment in the High School to date is 101; of these 
four have transferred to other high schools, leaving 97 as compared 
with 94 at the same time last year. The average enrollment of the 
eight grades is 46, an increase of 1 from last year; the smallest 
grade numbers 41, 2 more than a year ago, while the largest grade 
numbers 59, the same as year ago. The following table shows the 
number of children in each grade December 2, distributed by ages. 
The number of children of normal age in each grade is indicated by 
the heavy type. 4.6 per cent of the pupils are ahead of their grade 
(3.7 per cent last year), 77.8 per cent are normal (75.9 per cent last 
year), and 17.6 per cent are behind their grade (20.4 per cent last 
year).

Courses of Study 


The work of revising the courses of study for the Grades, which 
was mentioned in my report a year ago, has been continued, but is 
not yet-quite completed. The Arithmetic outline has been written 
and copies were placed in the hands of all the teachers for their 
guidance this fall. The revision is based on the recommendations 
of a committee of the State Board of Education and Kendall & 
Myrick’s “How to Teach the Fundamental Subjects.” The most 
important features of the outline, aside from the specification of 
the topics to be taught in each grade, are the following: 

Skill in calculation must be developed to the poimt where the 
simple, fundamental operations become habitual and require a mini- 
mum of thought. Skill in interpreting and analyzing problems and 
determining the kind of answer required and the process of solving 
must receive increasing attention after the early grades and should 
result in ability to solve common arithmetical problems readily. 
The application of skill in calculation and skill in solving problems 
to real problems as they come to people in life beyond the school 
is to receive a great deal of attention, particularly in grades seven 
and eight, to the end that pupils may ‘‘carry over’”’ the processes 
and power gained in school into their business and home life. The 
pupils, under the guidance and help of the teacher, are to look for 
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the common problems that arise in their home activities and in the 
business activities with which they come in contact in the com- 
munity. Suggestions are also given the teachers on the use of dia- 
grams and graphs; on requiring a great deal of mental and oral work 
without the aid of pencil; on accuracy, neatness, and speed; on 
inductive teaching; and especially on the importance of making 
the instruction individual. 

Outlines for Physical Education and Hygiene and for Science 
and Nature Study are in preparation and will be placed in the 
hands of the teachers very soon. Both of these phases of education 
have been somewhat neglected in our schools in the past and it is 
our purpose to have them assigned a proper amount of time in every 
grade. 

The Influenza Epidemic 


The schools this fall have been working under a serious handicap. 
They were closed from September 13 to October 21 on account of 
the epidemic of influenza, and as they had been in session but eight 
days the loss amounted to more than the five weeks of actual closing. 
It seems best to accept the situation as it is, smce the same condi- 
tion prevails throughout the country — accept the loss and make 
allowance for it in planning the work for the balance of the year 
and for next year by shortening the time devoted to the less import- 
ant topics in each subject of study. In this way the loss may be 
eradually recovered in the course of a year and a half or two years. 


The Teachers 


We have had more than the usual number of changes in the per- 
sonnel of the teaching force durmg the year. When Mr. Blake re- 
signed his position as Principal of the Grammar School in January, 
the shortage of male teachers was becoming serious, and it was 
thought wise to elect a woman to the position. We have found in 
Miss Merriman an excellent teacher and leader and she is filling 
the position most acceptably. Following Mr. Parker’s resignation 
as Sub-master in the High School in March, three different men 
substituted for periods of from one to six weeks each, with consequent 
serious interruption in the classes affected. And the loss of Mr. 
Whitcomb the week that school opened this fall led us to, abandon 
the employing of men for the position until after the war. Now 
that men teachers are again available we should secure a competent 
Sub-master at the earliest possible moment. It can be said, without 
disparagement to the women teachers, that it is very important 
that boys and girls of high school age should come in contact with 
strong masculine influences, and this is all the more necessary since 
we no longer employ a man as Principal of the Grammar School. 

Among the other changes in teachers, special mention should be 
made of the loss of Miss Baldwin in the High School, and Miss 
Staples in the seventh grade; both of these teachers had given in- 
creasingly acceptable service for five years. 


‘ 
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Teachers’ Salaries 


The past two years, and more especially the past year, have brought 
conditions throughout the country that have resulted in substantial 
imcreases in teachers’ salaries, but nowhere have those increases been 
equivalent to the increased cost of living. During the year just 
closed your Committee has granted increases in salaries aggregating 
$700, and the lowest salary now paid is $650 as compared with $575 
last year. 

Tests and Measurements 


The measurement of attainment in certain phases of school work 
in the grades, begun last year, has been followed up with tests in 
Arithmetic, Spelling, Silent and Oral Reading and Writing. The 
most extensive work of testing has been in Arithmetic. The Cleve- 
land Survey Tests in Arithmetic were given in Grades III to VIII 
in December, 1917, and repeated in April, 1918. The following 
table shows the scores made by our grades in each test and com- 
pares them with the standard established, in Cleveland. 
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In spelling, six sets of tests have been given—two in October and 
one in November, 1917, one in April and two in December, 1918. 
In each test a list of twenty words was prepared from Ayres’ list of 
the thousand most common words, so that the scores made by our 
grades could be compared with the standard scores. The results are 
tabulated below:

The results in both the Cleveland and the Courtis tests in Arith- 
metic show that on the whole our grades are making good progress, 
but the latter test reveals the fact that progress in speed during the 
year was accompanied in some cases by a decrease in accuracy. This 
fact illustrates the value of these tests, for they show where there 
is need for a change in procedure or in emphasis. The remedy for 
this fault lies in increasing the emphasis on accuracy in certain 
grades and in certain processes, and we are able to make the cor- 
rection and test the results again to see that the desired results are 
secured. The Courtis tests are to be repeated in January. 

The results in the spelling tests show that our grades were quite 
uniformly below the standard in the early part of the year, as is 
to be expected of course, and that they had very nearly attained the 
standard and in two cases had exceeded it in April. 

The tests in Oral and Silent Reading and in Writing have been 
made but once and comparison is therefore impossible at this time. 
They will be repeated early in the winter and it will then be possible 
to diagnose certain defects that may be revealed and suggest the » 
remedies. 

War Activities in the Schools 


A great deal of enthusiasm has been shown among the children 
in all of the schools in the campaign for selling Thrift Stamps and 
War Savings Stamps. These stamps have been in the hands of the 
principals of the three buildings and offered for sale continuously 
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since early in April. Competition has been keen between the dif- 
ferent grades and between the eight “Thrift Clubs” organized this 
fall in the High School. Reports were secured from all of the chil- 
dren December 31, showing the.total number of stamps of each 
kind owned by them, including stamps bought outside of school 
and gifts of stamps. The total amount, counting War Savings 
Stamps at their maturity value of five dollars each, was $4,598.50, 
an average of $10.64 for each child. The total number of children 
in the schools who participated in buying was 347 out of 432 pupils 
on the date the report was made. Besides these there were a num- 
ber of children from whom reports were not secured because of their 
having moved out of town during the fall. The average holdings 
of those who owned stamps was $13.21. The Fifth Grade has the 
‘distinction of owning the largest amount of all the grades, $545.50 
total, or an average of $13.30 for each child in the grade. The High 
School pupils owned $1458.25 worth of stamps. Not only do these 
figures show that a creditable contribution has been made in Sharon, 
but it has been of inestimable value to the children as a lesson in 
thrift. Many plans have been tried out in schools for encouraging 
saving among school children, but none has ever called forth such 
enthusiasm and resulted in such universal participation as this 
nation-wide campaign. 

The work of the Junior Auxiliaries of the American Red Cross, 
the organization of which was mentioned in my report a year ago, 
was carried on in all of the schools throughout the year until’ the 
summer vacation. Mrs. Shaw had charge of the work, with the as- 
sistance of the teachers, and it is through her generous giving of 
thought and energy that the schools were able to turn over to the 
Metropolitan Chapter a creditable amount of finished articles such 
as chemises and crocheted shawls for refugees, afghans, quilts, thread 
cards, pin balls, gun wipes, picture puzzles, checkers, etc. Because 
of the closing of schools during the epidemic this fall the work has 
not been continued, and now that the demand for such work has 
decreased it is thought best that the children should not be asked to 
contribute further in this way. 


Sanitary Improvements 


In June an investigation of the sanitary condition of the basements 
and toilets of the Primary and Grammar Schools was made by the 
State Board of Health, at your request. The Board recommended 
that a complete survey be made by a competent sanitary engineer 
‘and that the improvements needed be made under his direction. 
This was done during the summer in accordance with the specifica- 
tions of a sanitary engineer and the basements of both buildings are 
now in very good condition. 


Junior High School 
The Junior High School plan is gaining in favor throughout the 
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country and each year sees its adoption in more cities and towns in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere. In March, 1917, a committee of the 
High School Masters’ Club reported that in reply to their inquiries - 
sent to about 113 towns and cities in Massachusetts, and to about 
400 in other States, about 150 places reported that they had one or 
more Junior High Schools. No figures are available to show the num- 
ber of places that have adopted the plan since then, but a member 
of the staff of the State Board of Education has said that nearly 
every superintendent in this State either has a Junior High School 
or contemplates having one as soon as conditions will permit. 

The latest published report of the State Board of Education, that 
for the school year 1916-1917, in discussing standards for Junior 
High Schools, says: 


“The young people whose interests are concerned may be roughly 
classified into these groups:— 1. Pupils intending to go to higher 
institutions. 2. Pupils whose schooling will end when they are 
graduated from High School. 3. Pupils who will enter High School 
but will not be graduated. 4. Pupils who will not enter.High School, 
but will go to work on reaching the age of fourteen. 5. Pupils who 
lag behind those of their own age, but are kept in school by their 
families. 


“The real Junior High School undertakes to do something for all 
these groups of young people. This endeavor involves certain factors 
of organization and administration that may well serve as standards, 
the realization of which ought to be the purpose of school officials 
who inaugurate Junior High Schools. These factors are the following: 


“T. Membership should consist of pupils in grades corresponding 
to the seventh and eighth of the elementary school, and the fresh- 
man year of the High School. These are the classes most in need of 
reform, and they span that period where good articulation has been 
most lacking.” 

“TI. Admission should be governed not only by scholastic at- 
tainment and mental maturity; but also by age and physical ma- 
turity. 

“III. The program of study should provide a wide variety of 
work. In the seventh grade each pupil should try out his abilities. 
For this purpose he should have some experience in several of the 
following: industrial arts, household arts, gardening, a foreign lan- 
guage, and commercial work such as typewriting. Some of these 
subjects may be organized into short units, but in any case each 
pupil should actually take a variety of work instead of choosing one 
of several untried subjects. In the eighth and ninth grades some 
pupils may continue this try-out process while others may choose 
-a particular line of work which appears to be adapted to their needs. 
It is, however, important that these choices should be regarded as 
provisional, not as final. Much work should be taken in common 
by all pupils for various reasons, and at the close of the Junior High 
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School period all pupils should be admitted to the senior High School, 
whatever electives he may have chosen. 

“TV. Departmental teaching should be introduced otadunllye 
It is desirable to have each subject taught by one especially qualified, 
but to take a pupil abruptly from the constant instruction of one 
teacher to instruction by as many teachers as he has subjects is to 
put serious difficulties in his path. 

“V. An early start should be made in some of the secondary 
school subjects for the sake of economizing the time of pupils doing 
the academic work, and in order to use better methods in introducing - 
these studies. The direct’ method is the one largely favored for 
foreign languages, and this opinion seems to rest on firm pedagogical 
grounds. 

“VI. Promotion should be by gibieet rather than by grade. 
This appears to be an almost uniform usage. 


“VII. Supervised study is important. While the benefits of this 
policy should by no means be confined to the Junior High School, 
the stage at which departmental teaching is begun and new studies 
introduced is an opportune time at which to introduce supervised 
study. 

“VIII. Provision should be made for make-up work in the in- 
terests of the following: (a) Pupils who need help on work lost 
through absence. (b) Pupils of special ability who could with a 
little help make two grades in a subject in one year. (c) Pupils 
who are losing ground and need extra help in order to avoid failing. 

“TX. <A library should be an integral part of the Junior High 
School. 


“X. The discipline should take into account the period of develop- 
ment through which the pupils are passing. Boys and girls in the 
early teens are no longer children, neither are they as yet young men 
and women. The maternal sort of control characteristic of the ele- 
mentary school ought to give place to a kind of government that 
permits free scope for pupil initiative, self-control, and self-direction.”’ 


School Buildings 


The following special report on housing conditions was made De- 
cember 12, and is here quoted in full in order that it may reach the 
public: 


The total membership of the public schools has increased from 405 
in 1910 to 467 this year, or about 15 per cent since the erection of 
the new High School building. The membership in each school 
November 1 this year was as follows: Grade I, 40; Grade II, 53; 
Grade III, 59; Grade IV, 44; Grade V, 44; Grade VI, 43; Grade 
ua ik 44; and Grade VUL 43: High School, I; 38; 11, D4: TI, 26;

cr is generally agreed that the number of pupils in charge of one 

teacher in the graded schools should not exceed 35, and a common 
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ratio of pupils to teachers in the High Schools of the State is about 
20 to 1. - 


The following are given as standards for floor space, air space, and 
window area, in Ayres, Williams, and Wood’s recent book on ‘‘Health- 
ful Schools”: every pupil to have from 18 to 20 square feet of floor 
space and about 250 cubic feet of air space, and the window area to 
be about one-fourth the floor area and the rooms to be lighted from 
the left hand side only. 


The four rooms at the Primary School are of the same size, viz.: 
24x28x12 feet, providing floor space for about 37 pupils at the most 
and air space for 32 each. Lighting in each room is from the left 
hand and rear, three windows of equal size being placed at the left 
and three others at the rear, and the total window area is about one- 
fourth of the floor area. Each room is equipped with desks for 
about 42 pupils, and the number accommodated in each room is in- 
dicated in the table below:

At the Grammar School, the two rooms on the first floor measure 
29x32x11 feet, and the two on the second floor measure 29x32x104% 
feet. Lighting is from three sides in all the rooms and the total 
window area is less than one-fifth the floor area in the lower rooms 
and less than one-sixth the floor area in the upper rooms, while if we 
consider the lighting from the left hand only it varies from one- 
fourteenth to one-twenty-third of the floor area.

At the High School, the study hall measures 52x27x14 feet, the 
smallest class rooms measure 21x19x12 feet, and the largest one is 
33x21x10 feet. Lighting is from.three sides in the study hall. There 
is space for 95 seats in the study hall but there are never more than 
about 60 pupils there at one time except at assembly, when the room 
is filled to capacity, and is likely to be overflowed next year. The 
class rooms will accommodate from 21 to 27 pupils each without 
exceeding the standard, but five classes now exceed that maximum 
and the largest class numbers 38. The window area is nearly one- 
half the floor area in the study hall, fully one-fourth in the class rooms 
on the first floor, and about one-fifth in the basement room. 
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One room at the High School is now used for the overflow from 
Grades II and III, and the basement room is used as a class room. 
This room is fairly satisfactory for the purpose, but it was designed 
for a manual training room. 

These figures show that our school rooms are all full, and that most 
of them are crowded even in the High School where the conditions 
are the best. Further, we are crowding rooms that are not really 
adequate for the normal number of forty children. The greatest 
amount of crowding has been in the second and third grades, so that 
we have had to divide them and find room outside the Primary School 
for the overflow. We have had considerable difficulty in finding suita- 
ble quarters for them, and we have been able to provide for them 
only at the expense of the High School. 

The situation this year is the result of a gradual increase in the 
number of children in all grades from the numbers a few years ago. 
It is not an exceptional year and the condition next year will proba- 
bly be worse than it is now. The rate of growth is slow, compara- 
tively, but it is steady and extends throughout the schools. 

The right solution is not to be found in temporary expedients, like 
the use of the Town Hall or the High School. Making an addition 
to any one of the buildings, even if there were room around them for ' 
the extra children to play, would not relieve the situation in the 
other buildings. There is need for an extra room at the Primary 
School and another at the Grammar School, and larger class rooms 
are needed at the High School. The proper solution is rather to be 
found in some plan that will provide for all grades including the High 
School, not only more room but better planned rooms, rooms for 
special purposes — auditorium, library, lunch room, play room, office 
room, and storage room — and space outside for playground and 
other out-of-door activities. The plan I outlined in my annual report 
last January would, I believe, with some modifications in minor de- 
tails, meet the need of the present and provide for the future. 

As your Committee has given this matter formal consideration 
and study at several meetings this year and has been in consultation 
with a member of the staff of the Board of Education, it seems to me 
that the time has come to ask the town at its next annual meeting to 
appoint a committee of say seven or nine members, including the 
members of the School Committee, to make a thorough study of the 
building needs of the town and report at a subsequent town meeting. 

Conclusion 

I cannot close this report without expressing the satisfaction I 
have felt in working with the teachers because of their loyalty and 
earnestness in solving the problems that have arisen and in perform- 
ing their daily routine of school work. I would also renew my ex- 
pression of appreciation of the counsel and support you have given 
me throughout the year.

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REPORT OF ATTENDANCE OFFICER 


Sharon, Mass., Dec. 31, 1918.

Dear Sir: — I send herewith my report for 1918 as follows: 


During the year sixty-eight cases of non-attendance have been 
investigated. More than half of these have beén on account of 
~ health conditions. 

Two have been found in out-of-town schools. 

Two were out of town temporarily. 

Two were out on account of icy walking. 

One had unsuitable clothing. 

Seven were illegally employed. Their parents were notified and 
they returned to school. In one instance the employer was notified 
that the child was under legal age. 

Four have been notified that a permit is necessary to leave school 
under sixteen. 

Two parents who were teaching their children at home have been 
advised how to proceed so that such teaching may be done legally. 

One was found to be excluded until vaccinated, and one on account 
of bad behavior. 

Two were truants for one session. Their parents. or_guardians 
were notified, and promised that the offense should not be repeated. 

Complaint for habitual truancy has been made to the District 
Court in three instances. One of these was found guilty and placed on 
probation for two months. The attendance record for this child was 
perfect during the term of his probation, and there has been no com- 
plaint of this kind since his term of probation expired. In the other 
two instances the Judge allowed the M. 8. P. C. C. to change the 
charge to one of neglect. 

In most cases I have been courteously received and parents have 
expressed themselves as very glad to know the requirements of the 
law.

Inbrary Work 


The Library hours are from three to nine o’clock, Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Saturdays (holidays excepted). 

In February, because of the shortage of coal, the Library was 
closed one day. On account of the influenza epidemic the Library 
was open only ten days in September and six days in October. 

The Librarian reports 152 cards issued to new borrowers. 

The circulation for the year 1918 is 18,202. Three hundred new 
books have been placed on the shelves. 

Owing to the peculiar conditions this year, many of the additions 
have been war books, both fiction and non-fiction. Comparatively 
little on other subj ects has been published. 
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The Rental Collection . 


In response to the constant demand for the latest fiction there is 
a “Rental Collection” which makes possible a a much larger circula- 
tion than there could otherwise be. 


LInbrary Extension Work 


The branch libraries established at the homes of Mr. Robert Morse 
on Morse Street and Mr. Edgar Drake on Bay Road, for the con- 
venience of the families living in those neighborhoods, have been 
very successful and much appreciated by those who avail themselves 
of the privilege. 

The cases of books placed in the hands of the Public School teachers 
for the use of the pupils in the different grades are still periodically 
sent. 

As the library has no catalogue of books, the titles of the new books 
purchased monthly are published in the Sharon Advocate, and a 
list of all the books added to the Library during at year appears in 
the Town Report. 

War Work 


In April a drive was started for books to be sent the soldiers in the 
various camps. There has been a splendid response to this appeal, 
1600 volumes having been collected and prepared for circulation in 
the Library. The books are now being sent rapidly to France and 
there is a call for still more. 

_ The Girl Scouts were very helpful in collecting the books. 

In order to preserve a record of every soldier and sailor enlisted 
from Sharon the Librarian has prepared and sent a printed slip of 
questions to the parents of these boys. The result has been very satis- 
factory, about a hundred slips having been returned. It is greatly 
desired that records of all war activities be preserved at the Library. 


Auditorium 


The free use of the Auditorium was given by the Town for the 
various well attended lectures and food demonstrations occasioned 
by war conditions. 

The Auditorium was rented eight times and the revenue paid over 
to the Treasurer of the Town. 


Property Improvements 


Ordinary. repairs on building and equipment have been made’ 
and considerable done toward ornamenting grounds and repairing 
grading. 

Final Remarks 


Book plates have been prepared to use in books purchased from 
the different funds given to the Library by the folowmet Francis 
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Drake, Eliza Perkins, Olive Hayden, Lucius Clapp, and Elizabeth 
Estey in memory of George S. Estey and Elizabeth Hinckley. 

It is to be presumed, since there are no complaints, that the man- 
agement of the Library gives satisfaction to the Town.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1918 | 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the following as 
their report for the year ending December 31, 1918: 


The past winter was one of unusual severity. With the frigid 
weather conditions, the high price of material and the excessive use 
of water run to waste to prevent freezing, while necessary as a safe- 
guard to what appeared at one time a complete tie-up of the system, 
still increased the expense of this department by a considerable 
amount. Labor, carting water, building a thawing machine and 
thawing services cost over $1300, for which this department received 
nothing extra. The increase in consumption this year amounted to 
21,259,561 gallons, a daily average of 58,245 gallons. Settlement 
was made with the Carroll heirs for $450 in payment of land taken 
for water supply purposes. Electric lights have been installed in 
Station No. 1, which are a great convenience, as considerable work 
is done in this station at night. 

The small mains began to freeze on January Ist, and continued 
at intervals until the second day of March. The large mains freez- 
ing from the 1st of February, and it was April 2nd before the 
last break on these mains showed up and was repaired, and April 
23rd, before the small main on Mann’s Hill was repaired, it having 
burst. After a few attempts it was found that where “Leadite’’? was 
used to joint the mains, they could not be thawed by electricity, as 
it was a non-conductor, and it was necessary to dig down to the cor- 
poration cocks to thaw out the service. After trying to hire a thaw- 
ing machine and finding it was useless, it was decided to build one 
of our own. This was done and worked very satisfactory. Except 
for a transformer this machine is complete and can be used when- 
ever occasion requires. Sixty-four services were thawed by electricity 
and two steamed out. After being thawed out the pipe on Ashcroft 
Road was found to be burst. Not much damage was done except 
from washing the street. Considerable difficulty was found in trying 
to locate the break, owing to the ground being frozen to a depth of 
over five feet, the water following under the frozen ground and com- 
ing to the surface about eighty feet from the break. Five six-inch 
mains were frozen, but fortunately only four burst, the break in each 
one being from five to six feet in length. During the winter the 
electric pump was operated entirely, sometimes for twenty-four hours 
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continuously, which put considerable strain upon it and caused some 
extensive repairs. Some binder segments worked out and caught 
between the armature and field coils, burned out part of the field coils 
and necessitated rewinding of the field. The rotor was faced up, 
one of the intermediate shaft brackets cracked and was electrically 
welded and newly fitted. The crosshead boxes were babbitted and 
refitted. Shortly after this it was found the intermediate shaft was 
broken inside the driving pinion, necessitating a new shaft. It, re- 
quired some weeks to get this and have it fitted, owing to Govern- 
ment restrictions. 

Your Board would recommend an appropriation of $2000 for the 
use of water for all public purposes. We would also advise all water 
takers to try their shut-offs in the early fall and remedy any defect 
requiring the water to be shut off from the street before the. ground 
freezes, thus saving themselves and the Town from any unnecessary 
expense. All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit 
of two hours per day, and observe the fact that the use of hose be- 
tween the hours of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly prohibited. 

The details of the work done will be found in the annexed report 
of the Superintendent. : |

Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 


1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the 
office of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating 
truly and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, 
and signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and service pipes. The Commissioners will make 
all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to the 
street line, furnishing the pipe and stop-cocks (which pipes and stop- 
cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole con- 
trol). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 


3. . The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Supermtendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and then 
only to the extent stated therein. 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste- 
cock, properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so 
arranged that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger 
from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 

All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the mains 
of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped with a 
suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve to pre- 
vent over-pressure, of ,a pattern approved by the Water Com- 
missioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent 
of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service 
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pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or 
shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stop-cock is 
not located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from 
any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. ; 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street imme- 
diately bordering such premises. It must not be used for filling 
tanks or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and as- 
sistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock A. M. and 6 o’clock P. M., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 
manner of its use. 

10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied 
to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first 
day of July. Bills for-fractional parts of a term, on the first day of 
the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured 
and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due, the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off, the sum of one dollar in addition t6 the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, for purposes of ad- 
ditions or repairs, nor,for non-use, occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever, which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate pur- 
pose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stop-cock 
connected with the fire service, without the consent of the Water 
Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off.

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15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccupancy 
is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the supply 
from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate above 
first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for shutting 
off and turning on the water.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the. Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: — Herewith is submitted the twenty-third annual 
report of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1918: 


The past winter was very severe and entailed an extra large amount 
of work. 

But little new construction work has been done this year, but one 
permanent and two temporary services have been added, the latter 
for supplying water to the plant used for construction purposes in 
cutting down the railway embankment. 

The hydrants have been carefully looked after, painted, oiled and 
some minor repairs made and are in good condition. Although 
several were put out of commission by the mains freezing, the hy- 
drants themselves escaped damage. One was broken off from col- 
lision by an automobile. Repairs were made, the hydrant bemg in 
commission the next day, and the bill rendered to the owner of the 
car and paid. The gates have received an overhauling, have been 
oiled and boxes cleaned out where necessary. The cross road lead- 
ing from Crossmoor Road to Station No. 2 has been widened and 
levelled and is in good condition for any service. The wells and 
sand chamber at Station No. 2 have all been cleaned and washed 
out, one provided with a new lead connection, the old one having 
been broken off by the well rising, this being the second time this has 
occurred. A weight of four or five hundred pounds has been placed 
on this well so that it is expected for a while at least it will stay put. 
Two temporary test wells have been pulled up giving considerable 
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material for future use. The piping under the floor of Station No. 1 
' has been renewed where required and provisions made for complete 
drainage of traps and appurtenances, this Station being but little 
used in the winter time. Two lead service connections were frozen 
and burst, but were repaired with little trouble and expense. ‘The 
loss in revenue this year amounted to about seven hundred dollars, 
from unoccupied houses, of which at present there are sixty-three, 
and forty-three temporarily shut off. 

Station No. 2 should be painted this year. The boiler has been 
inspected by the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance 
Company and is in good condition. 

We have on hand about 68 tons of coal.

To either Constable of the Town of Sharon, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall Building in said Sharon, on Monday, the third day of 
March, A. D. 1919, at 5.45 o’clock A. M., then and there to act on the 
following articles:

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REPORT OF WARRANT COMMITTEE 


ESTIMATED TAX RATE, $22.00 


Sharon, Mass., March 7, 1919. 
To the Voters of Sharon: — 


The estimated tax rate this year is the highest in the Town’s his- 
tory. Your Warrant Committee has been able to make only very 
slight reductions in the estimates brought in for the coming year by 
the various town departments. We are confronted by a condition of 
high prices on everything, and, in addition, a single item of almost 
$6000 (Norfolk County Tuberculosis Hospital) was most unexpectedly 
presented to the town, and must be taken care of. This, together 
with an increase of $3500, asked for by the School Committee, brings 
the amount necessary to be raised very near $10,000 over last year. 
If your Committee’s recommendations are adopted, we calculate the 
tax rate at about $22.00.

Articles 6, 7, 8 and 9. We recommend the adoption of these arti- 
cles, being the usual routine of carrying on the Town’s business. 


Article 10. We recommend the adoption of this article, and that 
the Collector receive a commission of one per cent on the amount 
of taxes collected and abatements. 


Article 11. We recommend the adoption of this article, together 
with the usual vote. 


Article 12. Tax Titles. We recommend that action on this article 
be deferred for one year, as some of the tax titles held by the Town 
need clearing up. 


Article 13. Electric Lights. We recommend this article be dis- 
missed because it is covered by Article 20. 


Article 14. Fire Alarm Whistle. We recommend this article be 
dismissed, as the estimated expense is too great for the Town to as- 
sume this year. 


Article 15. Memorial Tablet. We recommend the adoption of 
this article, and that the necessary steps be taken to carry out its 
purpose. 


Article 16. School Building Needs. We recommend the adoption 
of this article, and the appointment of the committee asked for. 


Article 17. Mapping System. We recommend the adoption of 
this article, and an appropriation of $500, the same to be under the 
control of the Board of Selectmen. 


Article 18. Compensation of Laborers. We recommend the adop- 
tion of this article and an increase of fifty cents per day for all laborers 
employed by the Town. 


Article 19. Storage Shed. We recommend the adoption of this 
article and an appropriation of $500 for the enlargement and com- 
pletion of the present storage shed. 
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Article 20. New Street Lights. We recommend this article be 
dismissed. The Town’s lighting bill is now $4450 per year, and the 
streets of the Town are well lighted. We believe that the Town 
should be careful about increasing its fixed charges in this depart- 
ment, as a light once granted cannot be revoked. 


Article 21. Depot Street Sidewalk. We recommend the adoption 
of this article and an appropriation of $800 to complete this sidewalk. 


Article 22. North Main Street Improvements. We recommend the 
adoption of this article and an appropriation of $2000 to meet an 
equal amount from both the Massachusetts Highway Commission 
and the Norfolk County Commissioners, for the purpose specified. 
This, added to a balance of $2800 now on hand, which was not ex- 
pended owing to shortage of labor, and the status of the street rail- 
way up to this time, will make $4800 available as the Town’s share of 
the improvement, the estimated cost of the whole being about 
$15,000. 


Article 23. Cement Curb and Gutter. We recommend the adoption 
of this article and an appropriation of $600 to carry the work as far 
as it will go. 


Article 24. Bullings Street. We recommend that this matter be 
referred to a committee to investigate and bring in a report and esti- 
mate at a subsequent Town meeting. 


Article 25. Sale of Town Farm. We recommend this article be 
dismissed, as we are not sure that the Town will not need the poor 
farm in the future. 


Article 26. Transportation Committee. We recommend the adop- 
tion of this article and a thorough discussion of the committee’s 
report. 


Article 27. Norwood Street. We recommend this matter be laid 
over for another year, as this street is in fair condition now, and some 
repairs to be made on it are included in the estimate of the Highway 
Department for this year. 


Article 28. Reception Committee. We recommend the adoption 
of this article and an appropriation of $500 for the purpose stated.

Voted: That the report of progress by the committee 
appointed at the Town Meeting held November 25, 1918, for the 
purpose of investigating the feasibility of the Town engaging in the 
transportation business, be accepted; and that the committee be 
continued with instruction to report at the first Town Meeting to 
be held after the legislature shall have acted upon. the petition of the 
Town for authority to engage in the transportation business. 


Voted: That Mr. F. H. Nelson, the retiring Selectman, be continued 
as member of committee. 


Article 27. Voted: To lay this article on the table until the next 
annual Town Meeting. 


Article 28. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500) to be expended by the Reception Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen, for the purpose of entertaining the return- 
ing soldiers, sailors and marines. On motion by F. J. Kustenmacher, 
chairman of Warrant Committee. 


Voted: 'That the appropriations made by this Annual Town Meet- 
ing, together with all other lawful sums to be paid this year, be 
raised by a tax upon the polls and estates of the inhabitants of the 
Town of Sharon and the taxable property of non-residents. 
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A successful feature of this meeting was the services performed 
by Mr. A. E. Godfrey and Mr. Walter J. Roach as ushers appointed 
by the Moderator. 

The meeting was entirely harmonious and the business transacted 
with dispatch.

REPORT OF WARRANT COMMITTEE 


Sharon, Mass., May 9, 1919. 
To the Voters of Sharon: — 


Your Warrant Committee, after the most thorough and careful 
consideration of the Articles in the Warrant for the special Town 
Meeting to be held on Monday, May 12, 1919, submits the following 
recommendations: 


Article 1. Town Treasurer. The appropriation for this depart- 
ment voted at the annual meeting was not sufficiently specific. It 
carried an increase of $100 in the Treasurer’s salary, but this was 
not specified in the vote, and we recommend that a supplementary 
vote be passed granting this increase. 
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Article 2. Billings and High Streets. We recommend the adoption 
of this Article and that the report of the Selectmen be accepted. 


Article 3. Appropriation for Same. We recommend that this 
matter be referred to the next annual Town Meeting. Your Commit- 
tee recognizes the necessity for this drainage project and is in favor 
of it, but believes it can be deferred until next spring. The tax rate 
this year will be very high and we think that any expenditure not 
absolutely necessary should be avoided. 


Article 4. Night Police. We recommend the adoption of this Ar- 
ticle and an appropriation of $1200 for increased police service. The 
necessity for a more thorough and efficient policing of the Town 
during the summer months has become apparent. 


Article 5. Town Transportation. We recommend the adoption of 
this Article and that the report of the special committee be accepted. 


Article 6. Special Act. We recommend the adoption of this Arti- 
cle and that the Town accept the provisions of Chapter 151 of the 
Special Acts of 1919, authorizing it to enter into the transportation 
business.

Sir: 


As directed by you I have made an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Sharon for the year ending December 31, 1919, 
and submit the following report: 

The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the 
books of the several departments, were checked and compared 
with the reports and records in the accountant’s office. 

The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were 
examined and checked, the records of receipts were checked 
with the treasurer’s books, and with records in the several 
departments collecting money for the town. The reported 
disbursements were checked with the treasury warrants au- 
thorizing payments of money, and with the treasurer’s cash 
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book. The appropriation accounts were examined, and all 
appropriations, transfers, and loans authorized were checked 
with the town clerk’s records. 

The classification book was examined and checked with 
the appropriation accounts. 

The ledger postings were checked to the books of original 
entry, the ledger was footed, a trial balance was taken off, 
and a balance sheet prepared. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector 
were examined and checked, the cash on hand was verified by 
actual count, and the bank accounts were reconciled. 


The committed accounts were verified, the reported re- 
ceipts were checked with the cash book and with the accoun- 
tant’s books, the abatements were checked with the records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and checked with the accountant’s books. 


The several trust funds belonging to the town were 
checked, and the bank books representing deposits and the 
securities held as investments were examined and compared 
with the amounts recorded on the books. 

In checking the individual funds, it was found that the 
accrued interest on the bond sold and the discount on the bonds 
purchased for the Clapp Library Fund, amounting to $11.29 
had been deposited in the savings bank to the credit of the 
Perkins, Hayden and Drake Library Fund. In order that the 
accounts may show the amounts belonging to each separate 
fund, I would recommend that this amount be transferred to 
the proper fund account. 

Tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
a summary of the tax, assessment, water, sealer of weights 
and measures’, scales, and library accounts are appended to 
this report, as are also tables of the trust and investment funds 
and a balance sheet. 

During the year a change was made in the office of ac- 
countant. It has been my good fortune to follow the work of 
the former accountant from the time the standard system of 
accounts was installed, and I can say that for a number of 
years the general accounts of the town have been kept in a most 
efficient manner. Much of the success of the system installed 
has been due to the conscientious and systematic manner in 
which it has been carried on. 

The work is now being carried on by the town clerk, and 
he should receive the hearty co-operation of every town official 
in order that his books may reflect at all times the financial 
condition of the town. 

While engaged in making the audit I received the usual 
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co-operation from the several town officials, and I wish, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express to them my 
appreciation of the assistance rendered.

Red lights have been installed in Post Office Square for the pur- 
pose of notifying night officer that a message is waiting in telephone 
office in connection with police work.

An automobile has been furnished the Police Department by 
patriotic citizens of the Town for use in connection with more 
efficient protection.

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REPORT OF ENGINEERS OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Fire Engineers submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year 1919. 


The department has responded to twenty three box alarms 
and twelve still alarms. Of the box alarms seven were for 
woods and grass fires only and four were false alarms. Two' 
new boxes for the alarm system have been purchased. One,. 
Box 44, is already installed at the Sharon railroad crossing. 
The other, Box 72, will be installed early in the year 1920 
on South Main Street near Norfolk Place. 

The Board of Engineers feel that the time is fast approach- 
ing when it will be for the interests of the town to purchase 
a heavy piece of motor apparatus carrying chemical tanks 
and pumping equipment etc. The Board of Engineers would 
suggest that the Hose House on Ames Street be sold and the 
amount so received be placed in a sinking fund toward a motor 
truck or some other needed improvement for the department.. 

The water mains now extend a long distance in many direc- 
tions and the Ford car now in service is too light to carry 
equipment enough to be wholly depended upon. Therefore’ 
much time is lost in getting horse drawn apparatus to a fire’ 
when we have a call from the outside districts. 

The number of men in the department has been reduced. 
from twenty four to twenty.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


There have been several changes in our teaching faculty 
during the last year. Mr. Vernon S. Ames who was with us 
for several years, first as Principal of the High School, and 
later as a combination of Principal and Superintendent of 
Schools was offered a higher position elsewhere and resigned 
his position in Sharon in June. 

Confronted with the necessity for filling his place, your 
School Board devoted much thought to the question of whether 
they should continue under the policy of the last few years of 
having a combination Superintendent and High School Prin- 
cipal or go back to the old plan of having a part-time Super- 
intendent and a permanent Principal of the High School. 

After much consideration, the Board decided that it was 
almost impossible for one man to fill both positions with effi- 
ciency, and that the High School needed a Principal there all 
the time. Accordingly the School Board made arrangements 
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with the Mansfield School Committee to employ their Superin- 
tendent for one day a week, and under this plan, Mr. Ralph 
Wescott was engaged. Hardly had he begun his duties in the 
Fall of 1919, before he had resigned his position here to accept 
another offer, and he was with us only three weeks. 


When the Mansfield School Committee engaged Mr. Nel- 
son G. Howard as Superintendent of Schools in that town. 
your School Board made arrangements with him to give us one 
day a week. 


Mr. John A. Burton was engaged as Principal of the 
High School, and the Board feels sure that with the benefits 
derived from having a full-time Principal, the standards and 
aims of the High School will be percéptibly higher. The Board 
feels that Mr. Burton has working with him an exceptionally 
fine corps of teachers. It was found necessary early in the 
term to add another teacher to the teaching force in the High 
School. 


_ With the opening of the school year the Board found the 
first and second grades seriously overcrowded, and for several 
weeks the pupils in these grades were divided into two sec- 
tions, one part attending in the morning and the other in the 
afternoon, with the barge children there all the time. 


The School Board asked the Selectmen for the use of the 
Lower Town Hall for a school-room and as this request was 
granted, new furniture was purchased and this room fitted up 
for a combined first and second grade, to relieve the conges- 
tion in those grades in the Primary School. But at best, the 
Town Hall is not a suitable place for young children to go to 
school, and the need of a new schoolhouse is very apparent. 


The opening of this extra grade in the Town Hall neces- 
sitated an extra teacher, who was finally secured, but because 
of the great scarcity of good teachers looking for positions, it 
was impossible to secure a teacher until the beginning of the 
Winter term, a substitute being employed in the first grade 
for several weeks. | 

The School Board has met with many difficulties the past 
year, and can say the year has been a trying one, but they 
feel much encouraged with the progress made.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee of Sharon: 


I submit for your consideration my first report as Super- 
intendent of the public schools of Sharon. 

Since assuming my duties here on the twenty-second of 
September, 1919, I have endeavored to learn the condition 
and needs of the schools in order to determine a definite, con- 
structive policy to be pursued in administering your school 
affairs. During my brief term of service I have formed a 
very favorable impression of the schools, and with careful 
management I am sure we can secure results that will be sat- 
isfactory to the citizens of the town. I find the pupils as a 
whole, strong physically and alert mentally. They respond 
readily to the influence of good teaching, and their progress 
depends upon our ability to keep them employed. At first I 
observed a lack of concentration on the part of many of the 
High School pupils, also a tendency to delay in carrying out 
the directions of the teachers. I have been pleased to note a 
great change in the attitude of the pupils toward their school 
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work during the past two months. The teachers have suc- 
ceeded in securing better scholarship, more prompt obedience, 
and a better school spirit. 


Teachers 


The schools require the services of seventeen regular 
teachers, of which number, six are employed in the High 
School. In addition to these teachers, there is a supervisor of 
music who gives a part of her time to the schools of the town. 


In order to maintain an efficient school system the teach- 
ing force must be made up of men and women of liberal educa- 
tion, culture and training. They must be alive to the activi- 
ties and duties of life, and have a knowledge and appreciation 
of the true aim in education. They must understand children and be 
masters of the art of arousing interest and ambition. More 
than all this, they must be Americans with sound appreciation 
of the value of our great democratic institutions. 

Men and women who can measure up to this standard are 
in great demand in all vocations, and the schools must offer 
reasonable inducements in order to secure and retain their 
services. | 

The recent advance in the salaries of teachers was neces- 
sary to protect the schools. The town received from the State 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 363, General 
Acts of 1919, creating a General School Fund, the sum of 
$2230.00, and during the coming year will receive more than 
$3000.00, provided the present teaching force is retained. 
The amount received by the town depends upon the prepara- 
tion, experience, and salaries of the teachers employed. It is 
now economy for towns to pay adequate salaries to its teach- 
ers, demanding of them high standards. 


Buildings 


Our High School is located in a very good building, but 
the elementary schools occupy very poor quarters. The room 
at the High School building now used for primary pupils is 
needed for high school purposes. A part of the first grade is 
located in Town House. 


The Primary and Grammar School buildings are not a 
credit to a town such as ours, and should be reconstructed and 
improved if they are to be-used for school purposes. I realize 
that conditions are not normal and that any extensive build- 
ing program will necessitate the expenditure of considerable 
money, but I believe that the children of a town are its great- 
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est asset and that they deserve modern, sanitary school build- 
ings in which to spend the first eight years of their school life. 


Improvements 


The schools should have the advantage of skilled instruc- 
tion in drawing. At present the regular teachers are conduct- 
ing the work without adequate direction. The employment of 
a supervisor of drawing for one day a week would bring much 
better results. 


The High School should have the use of all the rooms in 
ae High School building. The lack of class-rooms hinders 
the work. 


Courses in manual training and domestic science are 
needed, and measures should be adopted to insure their intro- 
duction. In case a new building is constructed provision can 
be made for these new activities at very little additional 
expense. 


The Course of Study 


The events of the past four years have given a new signifi- 
cance to a number of subjects taught in the schools. A good 
command of English and an accurate knowledge of History 
and Geography have become very necessary to the student 
who would interpret intelligently the great happenings of the 
present day. Old ideas of the world and its people have 
changed, and it is necessary for us to change our methods of 
teaching. The calling of the youth of the land to the colors 
brought out very plainly the weak points in our educational 
system. The most noticeable defect was the lack of directed 
physical training. The physical examinations showed that we 
teachers have been blind in a large degree to the most vital 
need of the pupils,—the normal development of the body. 
Thousands were rejected on account of defects that the schools 
should have remedied. We have compelled young children to 
sit for long periods in uncomfortable seats while performing 
needless tasks, and the resulting restlessness and inattention 
was not recognized as undue nerve strain and consequent ex- 
haustion. The awakening of school administrators and teachers 
has swept away the old order of things, and every progressive 
school program shows the marks of thorough revision. There 
has been a culling out of much that was useless and sometimes. 
harmful, and a substitution of subjects and exercises that pro- 
mote normal growth of both mind and body. Our course for 
the elementary schools is being revised and will be in definite 
form before the close of the year.

We are striving hard to secure and maintain a high 
standard of scholarship and morale at the High School. To 
accomplish this, regularity and punctuality in attendance are 
absolutely necessary. We require written excuses for all 
cases of absence, tardiness or dismissal; and also, that the 
work lost shall be made up within a week from the time the 
pupil returns to school. 

There are still too many instances of irregularity of 
attendance on the part of some pupils for the best interests 
of the pupil and the school. We ask the cooperation of the pa- 
rents in this important matter. 

Another matter that demands attention here is home study. 
No pupil can hope to get much out of the High School course 
without devoting a proper amount of time and effort to the 
preparation of the daily work. A one-session plan of a High 
School program pre-supposes a minimum of three hours of 
home work each day. 

Nearly all of the failures at the High School are due to a 
neglect of this work. We invite the support and encourage- 
ment of the parents to help us hold the number of failure to 
the lowest possible point. 

A High School orchestra has been formed and is practic- 
ing faithfully each week under the direction of Mrs. Nelson. 
The orchestra is greatly appreciated by all and is of much _ help 
in our rhetorical exercises. 

Much interest has been shown this winter in basketball 
by both the boys and girls. 

We wish to thank the Selectmen for their kindness in al- 
lowing the high school students to play in the town hall. 

In conclusion, I want to say that it is a pleasure to be 
associated with such a fine corps of teachers in the High 
School. They all show a splendid spirit of cooperation, and are 
earnest, faithful, and efficient in their work. 

I want to take this opportunity to thank the pupils and 
parents for the loyalty and interest that they have manifested. 
I wish, also, to express my sincere appreciation for the kind, 
helpful support that has been accorded me by the Superinten- 
dent of School and by the members of the School Committee.

Dear Sir:—I send herewith my annual report of work 
done in investigating reported cases of absence. 

Of about sixty-five cases investigated, three attending 
school in North Easton have been taken into court. The re- 
sult has been much improved attendance in these cases. 

Five were found illegally employed. The employer was 
notified and did not employ them again. 

There have been thirty cases of truancy for one session. 
In many cases the truants have been found and returned to 
school at once. Parents have been notified, and with few 
exceptions, \have co-operated with teacher and attendance 
officer to prevent the repetition of the offense. 

In all other cases investigated legitimate reason for ab-- 
sence has been given.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
FOR 1919 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the following as 
their report for the year ending December 31, 1919: 

The past winter was unusually mild and the wet summer tended to 
decrease the consumption somewhat. 

The only extension of the water mains this year was from South 
Main Street through Walpole Street to the residence of John G. 
Palfrey, and W. E. Clark, a distance of about 5159 feet. This ex- 
tension was made by a vote of the Town at a special meeting. The 
Town appropriated five thousand dollars from the future funds of 
the Water Department toward the expense, Mr. John G. Palfrey 
agreeing to pay forty per cent of the total cost. 

The contract for digging, laying pipe, and back filling was awarded 
to John Dedran of Readville. Work was begun on October twelfth, 
but owing to rainy weather and the shortage of help, was not com- 
pleted until November twenty-nine. This trench was dug by a 
trench machine in an actual working time of forty-eight hours. 

Six hydrants were set on this extension and equipped with steamer 
nozzles, the first in the Town to be so equipped. 

Pipe and fittings were purchased for relaying part of the six-inch 
cement pipe in Massapoag Street, for a distance of about five hun- 
dred feet with eight-inch cast iron pipe, but owing to the height of 
water in the Massapoag Lake and the labor problem, no attempt was 
made to start any work on it this season, but it is hoped that with the 
material all ready on the ground to have it completed by next fall. 
This will replace a section that, in case of any trouble with the present 
pipe, would be difficult to repair, as it remains under water several 
months in the year. 

While the tendency of almost everything is on the increase it is 
somewhat gratifying to note that our maintenance account this year 
shows a decrease of about $2500. 

Your Board would recommend an appropriation of $2000 for the 
use of water for all public purposes. We would also advise all water 
takers to try their shut-offs in the early fall and remedy any defect 
requiring the water to be shut off from the street, thus saving them- 
selves and the Town from any unnecessary expense. Cases have 
occurred where the street stop has been broken in shutting the water 
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off for testing purposes, which, had it occurred with the ground 
frozen, might have taken two or three days to repair and possible 
damage by flooding. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit of two 
hours per day and observe the fact that the use of hose between the 
hours of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly prohibited. 

The details of the work done during the year will be found in the 
annexed report of the Superintendent.

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SHARON WATER WORKS 
Regulations and Water Rates 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the con- 
tract with every person who uses water: 


1. All applications for the use of water must be made at the © 
office of the Water Commissioners on the form prescribed, stating 
truly and fully the various uses to which the water is to be applied, 
and signed by the owner or agent of the property. 


2. Connections and service pipes. | The Commissioners will 
make all connections with the mains and extend the service pipes to 
the street line, furnishing the pipe and stop-cocks (which pipes and 
stop-cocks shall remain the property of the Town and under its sole 
control). All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall be 
put in by the consumer or at his cost. 


3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to con- 
nect with plumbing which has not been examined and approved by 
the Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon 
their premises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the 
Commissioners. 


4, No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, whereby 
the consumption of water is increased, shall be made without giving 
notice and obtaining a permit from the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or addition 
to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the owner or agent 
shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water Commissioners, and 
then only to the extent stated therein. 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste- 
cock, properly located inside the building, and have their pipes so 
arranged that the water can be drawn from them in case of danger 
from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures connected 
therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against freezing, 
the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general arrangement of the 
work in reference to security and safety, and the keeping of all pipes 
and fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with any direc- 
tions, either special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 

All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to the mains 
of the Sharon Water Works must have the same equipped with a 
suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and a relief valve to pre- 
vent over-pressure, of a pattern approved by the Water Commis- 
sioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Superintendent of 
Water Works shall tap any water main or connect any service pipe 
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therewith, nor shall any plumber or other person turn on or shut 
off the water from any pipe or hydrant where the stop-cock is not 
located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker shall be allowed to supply water to any other 
person or families, nor shall any person take or carry water from any 
hydrant, watering trough or public fountain without the consent ‘of 
the! Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been with- 
drawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to pre- 
vent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must be self- 
closing. 

The use of the hose must be confined to the purposes named in the 
application and to the premises of the taker and the street immedi- 
ately bordering such premises. It must not be used for filling tanks 
or reservoirs, or any other domestic purposes whatever. 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers and 
assistants, may enter the premises of any water taker supplied with 
water between the hours of 8 o’clock A. M. and 6 o’clock P. M., to 
examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity used and the manner 
of its use. 

10. Parties using meters must measure all the water supplied 
to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than ¢ one party through 
a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished through such 
tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or some tenant who 
shall agree to become responsible. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water Board. 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the first day 
of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the first’ day of the 
month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills for measured and | 
estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor and 
materials, on the first day of month preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become due, the 
water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the water has been 
shut off, the sum of one dollar in addition to the bill must be paid 
before water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have any por- 
tion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, for purposes of ad- 
ditions or repairs, nor for non-use occasioned by absence, nor for 
stoppage for any purpose whatever, which in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate pur- 
pose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or stop-cock 
connected with the fire service, without the consent of the Water 
Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply with said 
Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply of water cut 
off. 
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15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more than six 
months during the year from July to July, and where the unoccu- 
pancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he can shut off the 
supply from the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of $1.00 each for 
shutting off and turning on the water.

To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen: — Herewith is submitted the twenty-fourth annual 
report of the Superintendent of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1919: 


Several gates on North Main Street were adjuste. to meet the 
change in grade caused by the rebuilding of the streetd 

Several gate and stop boxes have been cleaned out, gates repacked, 
hydrants overhauled, and some refitted with new drip valves. 

The two-inch gate on Forest Avenue was replaced by a new one, 
it having been found by examination that the spindle of the old 
one was broken. 

Station No. 1 and coal shed have had the slate on the roof over- 
hauled, a large number of new ones put on, the valleys flashed with 
copper, ridge roll and finial painted, so that now the station and coal 
shed have a tight roof. 

Pumping this year has been almost wholly done at the electric 
station, the steam plant having been run but a few days. 

It was thought during July that it might be necessary to run both 
plants to keep up the supply, but the dry spell was of very short du- 
ration and the large amount of rainfall during the summer decreased 
the consumption to the point where the electric pump was amply 
able to supply all the needed water. 

The boiler was inspected and found in good condition. 

The wells have been washed out which reduced the lift about ten 
feet. 
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Three bubbling fountains have been set, One at the bath-house, 
one each at the High Street School and Grammar School. 

No leaks in the mains have appeared this year. One service was 
renewed with lead. Three services were provided with new stops. 
Two leaks in service pipes were caused by heavy teams crowding 
down the stop boxes and breaking the lead pipe, the joints remain- | 
ing intact in both cases. 

Fifteen services have been added, the largest number for several 
years. At the present time there remain but five buildings on the 
line of pipe not connected with the mains, so it is clearly seen that 
any great increase from new services must come from new buildings. 

After cousultation with Mr. Henry A. Wheeler of the Deane Steam 
Pump Company and following his recommendation, it was decided 
to change the drive on the electric pump from double reduction | 
gears to belt driven. The materialfor this purpose has been purchased, 
is now on the ground, and it is expected installation will take place in 
the near future. 

The buildings and machinery are in very good condition, consider- 
ing their age. At present with a total of 595 taps there are: 

14 buildings burned and not rebuilt. 

4 buildings torn down. 
4 buildings moved. 

10 unused stables. 

13 buildings abandoned for miscellaneous reasons. 

23 houses unoccupied. 

35 houses, bubblers, ete. srdistnaensit: shit off.
